THE COMMITTEE RESTING, 


But the Boomers Were Busy at the 
Hotels. 

Chicago, July 2.—The proverbial calm 
before the storm prevailed today. Having 
aaccomplished everything possible in ad- 
vance of the arrival of a respectable num- 
ber of silver delegates on the ground, the 
democratic bimetallic national committee 
and those co-operating with it, took a rest 
from their labors so far as mreeting or 
conferring are concerned until tomorrow 
evening, when another round-up of all of 
the white metal supporters then in Chi- 
cago will be in order. The ranks of the 
16 to 1 advocates were re-enforced today 
by the arrival of Dr. J. J. Mott, of North 
Carolina, and who is chairman of the ex- 
ecutive comnrittee of the independent, or 
new silver party, formed in Washington, a 
year ago. For reasons which he deemed 
sufficient an dwhich he has not explained, 
the head of the silver men did not take 
up his abode at the Sherman house, where 
the silver headquarters have been estab- 
lished, but instead chose a hostelry on 
the same street, but a couple of blocks 
away. From here, and without consulta- 
tion with any of the silver people that had 
preceded him, he sent out an invitation 
for a conference on Saturday night of 
representatives of every party and factiqn 
favorablé to silver, including populists, 
silver democrats and silver republicans. 
As to What it was intended to acconrplish 
by this conference, Dr. Mott was reticent, 
but the expressions of sentiment among 
those that flocked to his quarters during 
the day indicated preference for the nom- 
ination next week of such a candidate as 
could be indorsed by the silver and popu- 
list conventions at St. Louis, three weeks 
hence, upon a platform dealing with no 
other issue than that of thé free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. The executive 
committee of the independent siiver party 
meets on Saturday and at tomorrow night’s 
meeting or conference of the democratic 
bimetallic committee and the silver dele- 
gates, a comnrittee will be appointed to 
meet the independents with a view toward 
united action. 

Are Against Hill. 

Sentiment among the silver men crystal- 
lized today in favor of the selection of 
either Governor Stone, of Missouri, or W. 
J. Bryan, of Nebraska, as temporary 
chajrman of the conven@on, with Senator 
Isham G. Harris, of Tennessee, and Major 
Towles, secretary of the bimetallic com- 
mittee, as permanent chairman and secre- 
tary respectively. 

The story was published this afternoon 
that Senator Harris had been definitely 
chosen as permanent chairman, but at 
headquarters, in the Sherman house, the 
fact that no meeting had been held today 
was cited as proof that this was purely 
guesswori. 

Senator Jones went on record today as op- 
posed to the suggestion made by members 
of the democratic national committee that 
Senator David B. Hill might prove ac- 
ceptable to both factions as temporary 
chairman. Senator Jones insists that while 
personally he had the highest regard for 
his New York associate in the senate cham- 
ber, he could not countenance the idea of 
a supporter of the gold standard presiding, 
even if for a short while only, over a con- 
vention that was opposed to his views three 
to one. Senator Hill, he said, would not 
be acceptable to the silver people, and 
coreequently there was nothing to be 
gained by a further consideration of his al- 
leged availability. 

In the absence of material in the shape 
of delegates with votes, for the making of 
deals or the winning of converts, the 
boomers expended their ammunition to- 
day on the motley crowds that invariably 
invade the hotels on the eve of a nation- 
al convention. Much after the fashion of 
the side-show men at the circus, they took 
possession of the rotundas of the hotels 
and held forth to those inclined to listen 
concerning the merits of their respective 
candidates. At one time this afternoon, 
four distinct booms were in process of 
advocacy on the ground floor of the Palmer 
house, and the cheers and vells and shouts 
and ironical ejaculations of the listeners 
combined to create a din that can be as 
well imagined as described. 

Blau@’s Friends Active. 

The — "Of Mr. Bland were most ac- 
tive. Fn addition to their headquarters at 
the Palmer house and the Auditorium an- 
nex, they opened up rooms today in the 
Sherman house, where a committee lay 
in wait to corral such of the arriving dele- 
gates as might first seek quarters of the 
silver cOmmittee. Mr. Bland’s friends were 
in high feather today,- and while unable 
on account of the small number of dele- 
gates already in sight to give out any defi- 
nite figures, insisted that the prevailing 
sentiment in the city and the advices which 
they were receiving from outside, warrant- 
ed them fn taking their stand that it was 
Bland against the field, with the field al- 
ready giving evidence of being run. 


The friends of ex-Governor Boies, how-- 


ever, were by no means disheartened by 
the claims of the Bland men, and fell back 
on the argument that it was votes rather 
than shouting that made nominees. One of 
the chiefs of the Boies bureau, and who 
had a talk with Governor Altgeld just be- 
fore the latter left for Springfield last 
night, quoted him as declaring that he had 
not spoken a word on the subject of pres- 
idential possibilities: that he was no more 
friendly to Bland than to Boies and that 
the time had not yet arrived when the I}- 
linos delegation could fasten itself to any 
one candidate. Out of this the adherents 
of the Iowa man managed to extract con- 
siderable comfort. There was more or less 
talk about the hotels today concerning a 
ticket made up of the two B’s—Bland and 
Boies—but the Iowans frown down any 
suggestion that their candidate would a-- 
cept the secand place.

SILVER REPUBLICANS 
ISSUE A MANIFESTO. 


——- 


IT IS ADDRESSED TO REPUBLI- 
CANS OF MINNESOTA. 
Refuse To Support McKinley or Any 
Other Candidate Who Stands for 
the Gold Standard. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 2.—The most sensa- 
tional manifesto in Minnestoa’s history 
was that issued this afternoon by the silver 
republicans. who refuse to support Mc- 
Kinley for president, Clough for governor, 
or any of the republican candidates for 
congress. The prominence of the men 
signing it attracts widespread attention. 
Among the number are Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Frank A. Day, Congressman Charles 
A. Towne, ex-Congressman John Lind and 
several state senators. The address is is- 
sued to the republicans of Minnesota, and 


says: 

“The greatest issue which has arisen in 
this country since the abolition of African 
slavery now confronts the American peo- 
ple. The common people have viewed with 
increasing alarm, the effort of a foreign 
money aristocracy to fasten upon this na- 
tion the single gold standard of value. 
In the past they turned with the inspira- 
tion of faith to the republican party for 
protection against that power which seeks 
to strike down one-half the redemption 
money of the world that the other half 
may purchase double the amount of prod- 
ucts of toil. They had a right to expect 
such protection. The republican party was 
born of the common pedple. Its mission 
has been to dignify labor, to secure to him 
who toile in the field or mine the just 
fruits of honest labor. 
the party’s birth until the present time 
no article of republican faith has been more 
pronounced than the belief in bimetallism. 
It has been written in its platforms and 
taught by all its great leaders. In national 
convention in 1888 it condemned ‘the poli- 
cy of the democratic administration in 
its efforts to demonetize silver.’ 

‘In 1892-in its platform adopted in Minne- 
apolis it declared in favor of gold 
and silver as standard money. In _ 1894 
the republican party of Minnesota reaf- 
firmed its belief in bimetallism and that 
the restoration of silver as uitimate money 
to the currency world is absolutely neces- 
Sary for business prosperity, proper rate 
of wages and the welfare of the people.’ 

“Nearly every republican state conven- 
tion in 1894 condemned, either in express 
terms or by implication, the Single gold 
Standard. Jamas G. Blaine well expressed 
the belief of the republican party when 
he declared: ‘lL believe the struggle now 
going on in this country and in other coun- 
tries for a single gold standard would. if 
successful produce widespread disaster 
in and throughout the commercial world.’ 

The action of the national republican 
convention at St. Louis has repudiated thie 
fundamental doctrine of our party. Tne 
single gold standard has been indorsed. 
The republican party no longer stands for 
both gold and silver as primary money, 
but for gold only. We cannot accept the 
new faith and we will hold steadfastly to 
the old. The policy of gold monometal- 
lism means prolonged and intensified de- 
pression and an endless and hopelessera of 
falling prices for our farmers and other 
producers; continued uncertainty of em- 
ployment for our workingmen. with les- 
sening wages following the fall in prices 
of the products of labor: discouragement 
of all enterprises and in the end universal 
bankruptcy and gravitation of all monev 
into the hands of money brokers. It 
means the obliteration of the great middle 
class, the yeomanry of the nation and the 
division of the people into the very rich 
and the very poor. Those republicaas who 
believe in the use of both gold and silver 
as the money of ultimate payment and 
their free coinage in our mints must either 
submit in silence or speak out woldly in 
condemnation of this policy so disastrous 
to the people. On matters of vital princi- 
ple no man can reasonably be asked to 
submit to party dictation. Every man wike 
places country above party and whose 
sympathies, are with the producers ag 
against the money brokers and bondhold- 
ers, owes a duty-to his consci-:nee end to 
his country, which can only he discharged 
by putting forth every effort in his power 
that the blight of the single gold siandard 
may not be fastened upon this people.” 


DID HOBART BOLT? 


A Story Which, if True, Would Have 
Beaten Him at St. Louis. 

New York, July 2.—A Washington dis- 
patch to The Journal says: 

Here’s a story about Garret Hobart, who 
would, by republican success, preside over 
the strife of the senate. Give him the ben- 
efit of his record. Hobart has heretofore 
done, “or attentpted to do, the state some 
service. When Butler ran for the presi- 
dency on the labor ticket, bolting the re- 
publican nominee and party to do so, Gar- 
ret Hobart followed him afar off. Hobart 
was never noisy, didn’t go about making 
clamorous speeches. His aid was more 
practical, more specific. Hobart paid the 
expenses of the Butler campaign, or, at 
least, a tall share thereof.

The expenses of the train were paid by a 
draft on Garret Hobart: Should the New 
Jersey candidate forget the transaction, 
and will look over his drafts, he will find 
the one that was drawn to the Pacific rail- 
road to pay for Ben Butler’s special. It 
was drawn and signed by Clinton Furbish.

He was the first colo- 
nel of the first volunteer regiment of Geor- 
gia, brigadier general in the confederate 
army in command of the military district 
of Georgia in 1861, served in Virginia in 
1862, was wounded at Sharpsburg, under 
Stonewall Jacksen, and in August, 1863, 
was appointed quartermaster general of 
the Confederate States, holding that posi- 
tion at the cessation of hostilities. 

As a lawyer and orator, General Lawton 
was pre-eminent. He had am enormsus 
practice and as chief cour sel of the Central 
railroad for twenty-one ycars treated ques- 
tions of private and corporate right in the 
Supreme ccurts of Georgia, South Carolina 
and Florida, and in the United States 
supreme court. 

He was cne of the ten founders of the 
American Bar Association and had a lead- 
ing part in -the formation of the Georgia 
Bar Association.

General 
Lawton had been in ill health all through 
the spring, his mind being materially af- 
fected, and though at no time confined to 
his bed, he was ill and lacking in physical 
vigor. Sunday he was seized with a stroke 
of paralysis. It did not appear serious, 
however, and his physician said he would 
be able to be out again within two weeks. 
Monday, however, he took a turn for the 
worse and sank gradually until he passed 
peacefully away. He leaves his wife and 
three children—Colonel A. R. Lawton, Jr., 
Mrs. H. C. Cunringham and Mrs. L. C. 
Mackall. 

The remains will be brought to Savannah 
Sunday morning. 

The funeral services will take place Sun- 
day afterncon at the Independent Presby- 
terian church, of which General Lawton 
had be2n a member for years. 

Sketch of the Deceased. 

General Alexander Robert Lawton was 
born in Spetters’ parish, Beaufort district, 
South Carolina, November 4, 1818. His 
grandfather was an officer in the conti- 
nental army and his father was a planter. 
His youth was spent on the plantation 
and his early education was acquired at 
private schools in the district supported 
by the wealthy planters for the instruction 
of their children. At sixteen young Lawton 
Was appointed a cadet at West Point. He 
graduated in 1839 with the rank of second 
lieutenant and was assigned to the First 
United States Artillery and was stationed 
at various points in the north and east 
along the Canadian borders. He graduated 
with Generals Harlack, Canby, Burton,Gil- 
mer, Stevens and Hunt. Resigning his com- 
mission in the army in 184], after two 
years of service, Lieutenant Lawton en. 
tered the Dane law school at Cambridge, 
Mass., and graduated in 1842. Returning 
south, he spent six months in law studies 
at home, and after a thorough examination 
before the court of appeals of South Caro- 
lina, was admitted to the bar. A year la- 
ter, in 1843, he came to Savannah and be- 
gan the practice of the profession, which he 
continued for over haif a century. 

General Lawton was married in Novem- 
ber, 1845, to Miss Sarah H. Alexander, 
daughter of Adam L. Alexander and a 
sister of General E. P. Alexander, who 
survives her husband. 

In 1849 he accepted the presidency of the 
Augusta and Savannah railroad. He was 
a representative from Chatham county in 
1855-'56, and was in the senate in 1860-’61. 
In 1874-’75 he was again representative from 
Chatham and was in 1877 vice president of 
the convention which framed the state coh- 
stitution. He was president of the elec- 
toral college in 1876 and cast the vote of 
Georgia for Samuel J. Tilden. Me was

STILL LUCKY BALDWIN. 


ATTEMPT TO ASSASSINATE THE 
MILLIONAIRE YESTERDAY. 


During the Trial in Court a Sister of 
the Plaintiff Tries To Kill 
Baldwin. 


San Francisco, July 2—E. J. (Lucky) 
Baldwin, the millionaire horseman, had a 
wonderful escape from assassination today 
at the hands of Miss Emma Ashley, the 
sister of Miss Lfllian Ashley, whose. suit 
for $75,000 for alleged betrayal has been in 
progress before Judge Stack for several 
weeks, and fs now drawing to a close, 

Miss Ashley, the plaintiff, was on the 
witress stand shortly after the court open- 
ed this morning, and it was while she was 
being examined that her sister drew a 
revolver fr@m a hand bag which she car- 
ried and fired a shot at Baddwin, the bullet 
grazing his head. 

Therge was in the way the shooting fol- 
lowed the proceedings on the stand, some- 
thing like a prearranged sequence, that it 
is charged by the defense was the 
result of a conspiracy; that the Ashleys 
had learned of what the defense had in 
store for this morning, and that it had 
been agreed that on the introduction of the 
evidence the shooting of Baldwin was to 
immediately follow. 

This opinion is shared by others than 
those connected with the defense. 

The’ incident which precipitated the at- 
tempted assassination was the introduction 
of a photograph of Miss Lillian Ashley. 
This photograph she stron#ly repudiated, 
but eventually admitted it might possibly 
be a “snap shot” photograph. The picture 
looked very like her, the hair being curled. 
It was introduced ‘by the defense for the 
purpose of contradicting her statement that 
she at no time in her life had curled her 
hair. In conclusion she said: 

“T know it cannot be me, for I know I 
never wore a dress like that,’’ and as the 
last answer quoted left her lips, Emma 


Ashley fired. 

Baldwin’s attorneys say they think that 
Miss* Ashley saw the photograph. She 
knew her case was gone, and that its in- 
troduction. led her to give a signal, before 
agreed upon, to her sister to fire the shot. 
At any ‘rate, what seemed to be a 
signal from Lillian was given, and 
immediately her sister who occupied a seat 
behind Baldwin, fired point blank at his 
head. 

The bullet plowed through his hair and 
buried itself in the wall of the courtroom 
near the bench. 

Mr. Unruh, Baldwin’s manager, was the 
first to take in the situation. He jumped 
at the woman, struck her a violent blow 
on the wrist and wrenched the pistol from 
her grasp. 

Then a most exciting scene ensued. At- 
torney Crittenden rushed to the .assist- 
ance of the sister of his client, putting 
his hand in his pistol pocket as he moved. 
He reached Unruh just as the latter 
brought the pistol down, after having torn 
it from the woman. Whether purposely 
or not, he covered Crittenden with it. The 
attorney was not at all slow in showing 
his gun, and for a few seconds it looked 
as if further shooting would follow. 

Attorneys Lloyd and Highton and the 
court officials jumped between the excited 
men and separated them. Clerk McElroy 
took the pistols and the danger was over. 

As soon as Mr. Unruh dropped her wrist, 
the would-be murderess. darted toward the 
other side of the room, followed by Bald- 
win, who feared she had another pistol in 
her bag. He caught his assailant and held 
her until the bailiff took her in charge and 
escorted her to the city prison, where she 
was booked on a charge of assault to mur- 
der. . 

“T tried to do a Christian act,” she said. 
“I tried to kill a vile seducer. I tried to 
kill the man who had seduced and degraded 
my sister and dragged her good name in 
the dust. I thought the vile wretch had 
cumbered the earth too long and I tried to 
kill him; but it was not God's wish, so I 
sappose iis all right.”’ 

Soon after noon a complaint by Unruh, 
charging Miss Ashley with assault with 
intent to commit murder was sworn to in 
the police court and bail was fixed at 
$10,000. 

Ruber H. Lloyd, of Baldwin’s counsel, 
said this morning that Baldwin had warn- 
ing three days ago that an attempt was 
to be made upon his life, but that the 
story was not believed.

GEN, STEPHEN D. LEE’S ELOQUENT ADDRESS

The Corner Stone of the Jefferson 
Davis Monument Laid—Mrs. 
Davis Serenaded. 


Richmond, Va., July 2.—Today has heer 
beyond all question the greatest and grand- 
est in the history of the historic: city of 
Richmond. It was the crowning event of 
the notable sixth confederate reunion when 
nearly all of the living leaders of the south 
were present and when they had for their 
distinguished guest that well-known union 
soldier and patriot, Corporal James Tanner, 
The three days’ meeting of over 100,000 con- 
federates é¢nded today in the laying of the 
corner stone of an imposing monument to 
be erected to the memory of Jefferson Davis, 
the president of the late Confederate States. 
This was what called from the north, the 
west, the east and the south every: old con- 
federate soldier and sympathizer. 

For four days and over they came thronge- 
ing in on every line of railfoad, until the 
hospitable city of Richmond, with its grand 
hotels and open doors of every private 
house, we:@ so taxed that the overflow 
reached .the city of Petersburg and adjoin- 
ing villages and filled their homes with wel- 
come guests. During the four days the 
Streets and houses of public reception here 
have been packed by a living mass of con- 
federate humanity. The demonstration 
Surpassed all previous events in the_his- 
tory of the city and as far as the crowds 
present were concerned, overshadowed all 
former similar occasions, when the south 
sent her representatives by the thousands 
to honor the:memory of her distinguished 
leaders and sons in the ex-captital of the 
southern confederacy. 

20,000 Men in Line. 

No sooner than General Gordon had an- 
nounced the adjournment of the confeder- 
ate reunion convention sine die, with three 
expressive raps of his Chickamauga tree 
gavel, than there was a rush of the vet- 
erans to get into the appointed locations in 
time to fall into the line of the procession, 
which moved promptly at 1 o’clock p. m. 
There were 20,000 men in line with 10 
bands of music and 200,000 or more on the 
streets to witness this grand parade of 
youthful military cadets, stalwart militia- 
men and venerable, gray-bearded and Dat~ 
tle scarred veterans, who had seen service 
on the hard-fought fields of Virginia. The 
latter retrod the streets which thirty-five 
and thirty years ago resounded with the 
martial footsteps of the armies of Lee‘and . 
afterwards of Grant. It was a great day 
and nobody who witnessed the parade, the 
heartfelt devotion of the men in line and . 
people on the streets, would do otherwise 
than declare that it was a day consecrated 
to American manhood, patriotism and valor. 
The spectacle was inspiring, arn&é as the 
bands passed playing the “Star-Spangled 
Banner,” ‘‘Dixie,”” “‘“My Maryland” and 
“Yankee Doodle,” every man felt himself 
a truer American. 

All Conditions Auspicious. 

Nothing could have been more auspicious 
than the weather and all other conditions 
for such a grand occasion. The proces- 
sion, though prompt in forming, was some- 
what delayed by a divergence of the cav- 
alry, artillery, the Virginia and North Car- 
olina regiments of artillery and the car- 
riages containing.the distinguished guests 
and the young lady sponsors from the 
states and territories, so as to take in a 
portion of Main street. ~ 

They joined the vet¢@ ans at Fifth and 
Franklin streets, and f¢r nearly four hours 
this grand parade of young soldiers and 
old heroes, with its bands of music, flags 
and banners, marched along the streets 
aflame with national and southern colors, 
and greeted at every point with the cheers 
and plaudits of the wonfen who were either — 
daughters or mothers of the old confeder- 
acy. The column, including as it did every 
branch of the military service,, made a 
splendid appearance, and would have been 


‘deemed an American gem in New York or 


Chicago. 
Veterans Carried ‘‘Fiddles.” 

In the line were numerous mementoes of 
the late war in the shape of bullet-holed, 
and tattered confederate battle flags, uni- 
forms that had been worn on many a 
bloody field, knapsacks, canteens; muskets 
and rifles that bore evidence of service in 
many a campaign. The venerable old 
soldiers carried fiddles, with which they en- 
tertained camp life during the war. Many 
had empty sleeves, and many others wood- 
en legs, but they ‘stood the fatigue of the 
four hours’ march with all the fortitude 
that characterized them over thirty years 
ago. 

General Gordon, chief marshal, and staff 
headed the procession, and his escort was 
the corps of cadetsyof the Virginta Miil- 
tary institute. Then followed the children’s 
brigade, 23) in -number. General Wade 
Hampton and staff took position in front of 
the Carolinians, and the old cavalry hero 
was saluted at every move and turn of 
the procession. Governor O’Ferrall was 
at the side of Brigadier General Phillips, 
of the Virginia state troops, which includ- 
ed the Virginia and North Carolina regi- 
ments of state troops. Then followed the 
worshipful grand Masonic lodge of Virginis 
escorted by the commandery of St. Andrew 
of Virginia\No. 13, Knights Templars, and 
by the Blacksburg, Va., Cadets. Next the 
orator of the day, General Stephen D. Lee 
and staff. The First cavalry regiment of 
Virginia, commanded by Colonel Charles 
Euker, Davis Monument Association; Mrs.

After this General the 
orator of the day, was introduced and the 
following is a synopsis of his address: 

From a graceful exordium explaining 
the purpose which had drawn his vast 
audience together, General Lee asserted 
that it was fitting that Jefferson Davds's 
remains should rest in Virginia, which>she 
characterized as the greatest of all states. 
But for her generosity in ceding her vast 
territory to the union, Kentucky would 
have still been hers, and he would hove 
been her.son. Many presidents, states- 
men, soldiers lie in Virginia soil—from 
Washington to the present time—none 
greater than Davis, but more fortunate. 

Throwing a backward glance, he showed 
how thirty-one years ago, the man whose 
memory they had met today to honor, lay 
manacled in a casement of a strongly 
garrisoned fortress, charged with the most 
atrocious crime known to mran—treason 
and murder. ‘‘And yet,” he continued, ‘‘he 
died, by millions more sincerely mourned 
and deeply beloved than any other man 
If his enemies 
had succeeded in putting him to death he 
would have been the most conspicuous 
figure in-American history.’ 

General Lee expressed an abiding belief 
that when the mists of. passion and preju- 
dice have passed away the calm light of 
justice gives the right niche to each figure 
in history. . 

“The descendants of the men who burn- 
ed Joan of Arc,’’ said he, ‘‘now regard her 
as a character of heroism and beauty. The 
posterity of the men who hung witches in 
Salent as a pious duty now hear the story 
with horror. The descendants of the men 
who today look on Jefferson Davis with 
unkind expressions will see him as we do— 
the gallant sol- 
dier, the devoted the pure and 
gifted statesman.’’ 

General Lee declined to discuss the causes 
leading to the war. The war had settled 
that secession is impracticable and the 
amendments to the. constitution have ad- 
justéed all other differences. ’ 

The southern people have fully accepted 
the re®ults, they represent the present and 
loyally commit themselves to the future. 

Passing to the early days of secession, 
he predicted that the future historian 
would note with astonishment that the 
southern struggle for independence began 
not wth committees of public safety, with 
declarations of the rights of rhan, or enun- 
ciation of the mighty doctrine that govern- 
ments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed; but it began with 
public statutes, general elections and con- 
stitutional conventions. Mr. Davis himself 
rested in his inaugural, the case of the 
new nation at the bar of the public opinion 
of the world not upon revolutionary, but 
upon legal right. 

He quoted the junior senator from Mas- 
sachusetts,’ Mr. Lodge, as saying that when 
the constitution was adopted at Phila- 
delphia, no one,:neither Washington, Ham- 
ilton, Clinton nor Mason regarded the new 
System as anything but an experiment 
from which every state had the right: 
peaceably, to withdraw. The gouthern 
States only exercised a right which had 
often been threatened by New England 
ard which was generally conceded to be a 
constitutional one. 

General Lee concluded a glowing eulogium 
of Jefferson Davis's pure, private life, his 
exquisite courtesy and gallantry as a sol)- 
dier, with the declaration that his dominant 
characteristic was his fidelity to principle. 
It was well said of him, “‘He bent to none 
but God.” He came among us as a 
Roman born out of time. It was impossi- 
ble for him to ask pardon, so long as he 
felt he had done his duty, conscientiously 
as he saw it, and he was never forgiven. 
One after another, his great comrades en- 
tered the beyond, until he stood alone, but 
he never wavered. He passed from us a 
stern and majestic figure, broken but never 
bent. 

General Lee quoted from a speech deliv- 
eréd by Mr. Davis in the senate, in Decem- 
ber, 1860, in which ‘he declared that the 
union was dear to him as a union of 
fraternal states. He argued from this 
that Mr. Davis was opposed to disunion, 
and at the conference called by Governor 
Pettis, of the representatives in congress 
from that state, in 1860, Mr. Davis declared 
himself opposed toxsecession as long as the 
hope of a peaceful remedy remained. / 

As a president, the speaker thought, Mr. 
Davis may have made mistakes. He was 
a constitutional ruler, not a revolutionary 
chief, but when the night of defeat was 
darkening and the dismantled ship of the 
confederacy was sinking beneath the 
waters, he stood at the helm to the last. 

He referred to the popular demonstra- 
tions of affection which always attended 
Mr. Davis’s appearance in public and re- 
ferred with deep feeling to the occasion 
when his remains were en route to Rich- 
mond for final burial. No conqueror’s 
march -was ever half so triumphant. In 
the capitals through which it passed his 
hody lay in state, visited by thousands, 
and everywhere along the way the people, 
old and young, thronged and stood with 
uncovered heads day and night along the 
railroad as.the train rolled by, to testify 
their devotion to the dead. It was spon- 
taneous; it was sincere; it was universal. 

General Lee’s peroration was a magnifi- 
cent tribute to Mr. Davis as the typical 
southerner. , 

“As a soldier, his brill'ant and promising 
career was cut short. He had no oppor. 
tunities to develop the great qualities of 

ae, the prizrce of commanders. As a 
statesman, he did not quite reach. per- 
haps,the commanding stature of Calhoun. 
to whose werk he succeeded. As an or- 
ator, he may have lacked the impetuous 
fervor of Yancey. the splendid declamation 
of Lamar—he surpassed them all in his 
majestic strength. the chaste beauty of 
hie thought, ard his thrilling earnestness. 
Rut Davis was greater than them all in 
that he ccmbined them al’. He was an 
accomplished soldier, a great statesman 
and a consummate orator. He was the typ- 
ical man of his day and time. Around him 
stood that marvelovs group—Lee, the flower 
of chivalry: Jackson, the genius of- war: 
Toomhs, the thunder of debate; Begiamin, 
ithe jurist; Cempbell, the judge; lkiedsoe, 
the orator: Hunter, the statesman—men fit 
tO measure with the knightliest. Yet, from 
the vantage ground of history, his sublimé 
head lifts itself above them all. 

“Tt is mcet and fitting that the ashes of 
the great should rest in Virginia’s soil. 
Round him sleep the mighty ones who have 
rone hefore—soldiers who won American 

‘hertv; jurists who gave it perpetual form: 
s:atesmen who filled its flags with stars 


patriot, 


and made it honorable throughout the 
world. Let Richmond be added to Mount 
Vernon, Monticello and Lexington, The 


south has committed the eeeeene of 
ashes to the mother of states and Sstates- 
men. Let him sleep in Virginia, where 


nd every hill was crimsoned with the sol- 
dier’s blood. Let him rest in Richmond, his 
capital, the city which he walled about 
with the breasts’ of the bravest of the 
brave. His memory is safe with you. You 
were faithful to the living; you will not 
forget the dead. 

“In:«calmer. years, 2

The benediction closed the exercises and 
the great and weary, but still enthusiastic 
crowd, begalfi'to leave Monroe park for 
places to qvench their thirst, to appease 
hunger and to obtain needed rest.

FREE COINAGE MEN MEET. 


Adopt Resolutions Calling for the Free 
Coinage of Both Metals. 

Clarksville, Tenn., July 2,—(Special.)—A 
convention of free coinage democrats, trom 
every county in the sixth congressional dis- 
trict, was held here yesterday to nominate 
a free coinage man to measure arms with 
Hon. Joseph E. Washingt the present 
congressman, in the democratic prima- 
ries August 6th. Hon. John Wesley Gaines, 
of Nashville, was nominated on the ninth 
ballot over John Allison and W. H. Wash- 
ington, also of Nashville. J. H. Ackler 
having withdrawn after the first ballot.

‘WOULD PROVE BENEFICIAL. 


Bishop Thoburn Discusses the Demon- 
etization of Silver in India. 
Cincinnati, July 2.—Rev. Dr. J. M. Tho- 
burn, bishop of the Methodist church in 
India, in an interview with an f£n- 
quirer reporter, had this to say on the 

financial question: 

“India, while at the mercy of gold, 1s 
now and always has been on a silver basis, 
though really silver in India has been de- 
monetized since June, 1893. The demone- 
tization of silver in India was brought 
about in this manner: The English gov- 
ernment stopped the India mints from 
coining any more silver bullion into rupees. 
Previous to this edict a merchant could 
pay his bills with bullion, which had a 
standard value, as this bullion could be 
taken to the mint and coined into rupees, 
but since the closing of the mints the 
value of the rupees has been uncertain, 
and that is proving very disastrous to the 
country. What is needed is a staple cur- 
rency, a coin that will keep its value 
over night. Since the Indian demonetiza- 
tion of silver the pri of the farmers’ 
products thas depreciated. The wheat 
buyer of Engtand will come to India with 
his gold, buy rupees with it, and with 
these rupees he will buy wheat, selling it 
again in the English market for gold. This 
has greatly aided in depreciating the price 
of American whea.. If silver becomes 
standard money I believe that Indian 
wheat would not find its way, as it now 
tay to the London and Liverpool mar- 
éts. ; 

“Personally I have no choice on the mon- 
ey question, excepting that I desire to see 
a staple currency. The business curse of 
India today is the undertain, value of the

| gal has millions of rupees ready to loan, 


but is afraid of extending credit on ac- 
count of this uncertain atmosphere ‘nat 
hangs over the commercial prosperity of 
that land. What India needs is a standard 
value on her silver coin. 

“India is today looking toward the com- 
ing election in this country, and if the 
United States declares for silver the price 
of the rupees in India will greatly increase. 
Business will loom up and the wheat of 
India would not underbid the American 
wheat in the English market, as it now 
does,.”’ 

“what would be the result so far as 
commercial trelationship between this 
country and India, if silver carries the 
day at the next election? Would American 
products find their way in large quantities 
to the Indian market?” was asked. 

“I think this country would benefit by 
the change. The Indian merchant, like 
every other person, will buy where he 
can get the most for a given sum, and 
free coinage of silver being inaugurated 
here once moré would mean that silver 
countries would naturally trade with the 
United States.”

sachusetts. 
2.—(Special.)—The Massa- 
chusetts Bimetallic Union was organized 
at the American house today. A letter was 
read from United States Senator Bacon, of 
yeorgia, to the promoters of the union. 
He wrote in part: 

“I have an abiding faith that with -a 
proper presentation of this question to 
the masses of any section the response in 
favor of bimetallism will be overwhelm- 
ing.”’ 

Officers were elected as follows: Colonel 
Stephen W. Nickerson, president; E. Nod- 
dy Boynton and Pierre Humbert, Jr., vice 
presidents; A. M. Weed, secretary and 
treasurer; John Davidson, sergeant at 
arms.

TO CURTAIL PRODUCTION. 


A Committee of Cotton Men Have the 
Matter in Hand. 

Boston, July 2.—The report that there 
was to be a meeting of the Arkwright Club 
today to further consider the matter of 
curtailing production was erroneous. The 
matter of an agreement for the mills to 
sign requiring the signatures of mills rep- 
resenting 4,000,000 spindles to make it op- 
erative, was left in the hands of a commit- 
tee. This committee held a meeting today, 
but it is not ready to report, as the full 
number of spindles required have not as 
yet been secured, “but it is expected that 
the required number will be received by 
tomorrow. Out of 2,833,691 spindles in Fall 
River, 2,529,161 have signed tthe agree- 
ment. 

It does not seem to be generally known 
that two of the four mills of the Arnold 
print works have been closed down entirely 
for over a year and that it will be proba- 
bly two months before they will start up, 
and that the two ether mills are running 
on reduced time. 


RECORD OF THE FLAMES. 


Galveston Was Visited by the fire 
Fiend Yesterday. 

Galveston, Tex., July 2.—This afternoon 
fire started at the Galveston wharf and a 
great number of cars were burned. The 
fire spread to the Mallory dock and oOne- 
half of the dock was burned. The fire was 
caused by spontaneous combustion. Twen- 
ty cars belonging to the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe railroad and containing 200,000 
pounds of wool were destroyed. 

Prairie Fire. 

New Orleans, La., July 2.—A special to 
The Daily States from San Antonio, Tex., 
says that Uvalde county, eighty miles 
west of San Antonio, is being devastated 
by a great prairie fire, which started Tues- 
day in a hay field. It has burned up to this 
morning nine miles of prairie and timber 
land, the fire extending to the mountains. 
Hay presses, farm machinery and other 
farm implements have been destroyed. 

Two Chattanooga Blazes. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 2.—(Special.j— 
Two fires occurred tonight within an hour 
of each other that threatened the destruc- 
tion of two of the costliest business blocks 
in the city. The first blaze occurred in the 
Adams block, about 9 o’clock, in the rooms 
occupied by B. Miller as an art studio. 
Considerable damage was done to stock 
and the second fire was in the Van Deman 
block, originating tn Professor Williams’s 
music studio, and some valuable music and 
theatrical paraphernalia were destroyed 
and the building considerably damaged. 
The origin of both fires is a mystery.

A Prosperous Chinese of Oakland Who 
Has No Other Home.

Oakland has a taxpayer whose home is 
nothing more nor less than an antiquated 
rocking chair, and who has astonished the 
authorities by obeying an ordinance which, 
it was thought, would serve to en his pe- 
culiar' ways, if enforced. The ccecentric 
resident is a Chinese named Chang Wee, 
and he repairs cane-seated chairs for a 
livelihood. 

Chang Wee covers a great «eal of ter-

Seddon & Plyer Charged with Violating 
the Venable Insurance Law. 


THEY .MUST GIVE BOND 


Comptroller General Wright Directs 
the ; Sees of the Brokers. 


THE CASES SIMILAR TO PRICE & BIEDLER’S 


The Comptroller Talks About the Ar- 
rest of Price and the Eden Mills 
Insurance Case. 


Warrants have been sworn out charging 
W. L. Seddon and Charles H. Plyer with 
violating the Venable insurance law. 

Bailiff Williams, of the city court went 
before. Justice of the Peace Orr yesterday 
and attached hig name to a declaration 
that Messrs. Seddon and Plyer had violated 
the law regulating the business of insur- 
ance brokers. 

This morning Messrs. Seddon and Plyer 
will appear before Judge Orr and give 
bond for their appearance in the city court 
next week for trial. The cases are some- 
what similar to that of Herbert Price, the 
member of the firm of Price &*Biedler, 
who was arrested two days ago and placed 
under $1,000 bond. ‘ 

The warrants for Seddon and Plyer were 
sworn out at the instance of Comptroller 
General Wright, who is making war on 
insurance men alleged to have violated the 
State insurance law. It is said that other 
arrests are to follow throughout the state. 
The comptroller is determined to break up 
the illegal insurance business of the state 
and he will require companies and brokers 
to strictly comply with the law. 

Some time ago Seddon & Plyer composed 
a brokerage firm which secured from the 
Alcazar hotel consent to place a certain 
anfount of insurance on that building. It 
is charged by Comptroller Wright that 
the brokers placed the insurance with com- 
panies not authorized to do business in the 
State. It developed that there was some 


,auestion as to the solvency of the com- 


pany and the Alcazar hotel people had 
trouble when a fire destroyed their proper- 
ty several months ago. 

Alcazar Insurance the Cause. 

Yesterday Comptroller Wright requested 
Solicitor O’Neill to proceed against Seddon 
& Plyer, and they will now have to ap- 
pear and explain why they exceeded their 
authority and placed insurance with illegal 
confpanies, says the comptroller. The 
brokers had a license to do business with 
certain companies outside of the state, but 
with the particular company in which the 
Alcazar insurance was placed it is claimed 
they had no right: under their license 
to do business; The company in ques- 
tion had not complied with the Venable 
law by filing with the comptroller proof 
of its solvency and ability to meet its 
obligations, consequently it was not au- 
thorized to do business in the state. 

The law requires all companies to submit 
a statement of its standing to the com)- 
troller, and if that officer is not satisfied 
that the company is reputable and reliable 
he is given the power to deny the com- 
pany the right to place insurance in the 
State. No broker is allowed to offer in- 
surance to @ company which has not been 
passed upon by the comptroller, And 
Messrs. Seddon & Plyer are accused of 
violating that provision of the law. 

More Trouble for the Brokers. 

Several weeks ago the firm dissolved and 
are no longer in the insurance brokerage 
business. It will be remembered that cer- 
tain companies which formerly accepted 
business from the brokers recently can- 
celed policies written at the request of 
Seddon & Plyer, on the ground that that 
firm had not turned over the premium 
money to the companies Considerable 
discussion grew out of the matter and it 
yet. promises to bring about court litiga- 
tion. Some of the policy, holders claim that 
they paid Seddon & Plyer premiums on 
policies. The contpanies claim that they 
never received the money from the brok- 
ers and were therefore not liable for a 
continuance of the policies. 

The point involved is whether or not the 
brokers represented the companies as 
agents directly or indirectly. The com- 
panies hold that under the Venable law 
they had no connection whatever with 
Seddon & Plyer, and that the firm did 
not represent them in collecting the 
premiums, Certain policy ‘holders claim 
that the brokers acted as agents and that 
they were entitled to insurance regardless 
of whether or not Seddon & Plyer had 
paid the premiums to the companies. But 
acting on the advice of Glenn & Rountree 
all of the companies interesfed canceled 
the policies in question and the policy 
holders have no recourse except to look 
to Seddon & Plyer for a return of the 
premiums paid. 

The Law Point in Issue. 

The section of the Venable law bearing 
on the point reads: 

“But he shall do nothing as fhe agent 
or representative of any insurance cont 
pany, nor shall any such company be 
bound by his acts, the true intent and 
meaning of this law being that he shall 
act-alone and in behalf of such persons as

may employ him to procure insurance, or 
to renew and keep up the same, to afford 
aid in collecting loss or damage covered 
thereby,’’ . 

Comptroller Wright Talks. 

Comptroller Wright was seen yester- 
day and he reaffirmed his intention to vig- 
orously prosecute the violators of the in- 
surance law. He said that in every case 
in which a violation is called to his at- 
tention the proper steps will at once be 
taken. Speaking of the arrest of Herbert 
Price and the cards in yesterday's Ccrsti- 
tution from Price aféd several friends the 
comptroller said: 

“T have not charged that Price willfully 
and ma‘iciously violated the law, but sim- 
ply that he did violate it. I am not the 
guardian of his conscience, and neither am 
I expected to know whether he resides 
in Atlanta or in New York. Some stress 
was laid on my statement that I had been 
informed that Price was in the city a 
few days ago. I gained the impression 
that he had left the city from Mr. Joe 
James, of the Eden MMis Company, who 
came to see me about the insurance on 
that property. He said that Biedler and 
Price had gone to New York, and Il heard 
nothing to the contrary until I read in 
The Constitution an interview with Trice 
indicating that he was in Atlanta. 

“T see that it is claimed that Price rep- 
resented the Imperial Fire Insurance Asso- 
ciation and that claim is advanced in sup- 
port of his position in the Zden mills 
matter. The records of this office show 
that neither was Beidler nor Price nor any 
one of the firm ever authoriz2d4 to do in- 
surance business in this state, either as 
brokers or agents, and if they represented 
the Imperial company they violated the 
law in doing so.’’ 

A Question of Record. 

“T do not care to try the case outside 
of the courts, however. Several bills of 
health for Price were given in your paper 
this morning, but that will not alter fhe 
records of this office, which show that 
Biedler and Price were never authorized 
to do business, and when they placed in- 
surance for the Eden Mills Company and 
caused citizens of the state to loss thous- 
ands of dollars they violated the law. 
It is not a question of memory, but one 
of record,’ and the records will prove that 
regardless of the intent or will of Biedler 
and Price; they violated the law just the 
aame.

Had Lacerated Hands and His Clothes 
Were Bleod-Stained. 


EVIDENCE OF TWO GENTLEMEN 


Wlitchei the’ Strangeal Man in His 
Flight from Clayton. 


MAKES M’CULLOUGH MUCH MORE HOPEFUL 


@ Letter Which Puts a New Light 
Upon the Killing of Satur- 
day last.

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Was Mrs. McCullough assaulted and mur- 
dered by an unknown tramp? 

Two reputable citizens of Milner, Ga., 
think they have discovered the real mur- 


derer. 

The news reached Atlanta at noon yes- 
terday and caused the wildest sensation in 
police circles. It throws an entirely new 
light on the awful tragedy and if true re- 
moves the stains of his wife’s blood from 
the hands of John McCullough. 

A very suspicious looking white man was 
geen to board a Central southbound train 
the afternoon of the day of the killing, at 
Forest station, five miles from Riverdale, 


the scene of the tragedy. 

This curious individual looked very rag- 
ged and haggard. .The sleeve of his right 
arm was covered with fresh blood and 
his hands were lacerated by briers. 

The man entered the smoking car and lay 
down on the seat. Messrs. E. B. Darden 
and Coleman Parish, two very prominent 
citizens of Milner, Ga., were sitting on the 
seat behind him. For some time the man 
lay silent. He then rose wp and told Mr. 
Darden that he was very hungry, having 
had nothing to eat for a whole day. He 
asked several other questions about the 


_gurrounding railroads, and disappeared as 


the train neared Lovejoy. He has not been 


geen since. 

Messrs. Darden and Parish attached no 
significance to the incident until they read 
in last Monday’s Constitution of the mur- 
der of Mrs. McCullough. It immediately 
occurred to them that the strange individ- 
ual they had met on the train the same 
day of the tragedy was the murderer. They 
communicated their knowledge to Mr. Paul 
Barnett, of this city, who received the mes- 
sace shortly after noon yesterday. The 
Milner gentlemen are not related to the 
McCullough family and have never met 
them. They are strongly of the opinion 
that John McCullough is innocent, and 
that the tramp is the true murderer. 

Was There an Assault? 
“The supposition now is that this tramp 
Was wandering through the fields, discov- 
ered Mrs. McCullough picking berries and 
attempted to assault her; and that he 
slew -her in order to quiet her screams. 

If this theory is correct, the man must 
have taken tothe woods immediately af- 
terwards, where he wandered all day. He 
had plenty of time to escape, for the mur- 
der occurred aboutztwo hours before the 
body was discovered. 

As the southbound Central train, which 
leaves Atlanta at 7:40 p. m., started from 
Forest station he was seen to emerge from 
the woods and enter the smoker. He had 
bought no ticket. | 

As he lay down in the seat in front of 
Messrs. Darden and Parrish, he turned his 
back toward them. His sleeve just below 
the shoulder was covered with blood and his 
right hand was lacerated with the briers. 
After the train had passed Jonesboro, 
seven miles from Forest station, the mar 
inquired of Mr. Darden as to the nearest 
point between the Central and the South- 
ern. Mr. Darden replied that the closest 
point on the Southern was McDonough, 
which was about nine miles from Hampton 
on the Central. The tramp seemed satis- 
fied, and again lay down on the seat. 

As the train neared Lovejoy, the first 
station this side of Hampton, the tramp 
walked out of the car and that was the last 
seen of him. It is thought that he made 
his way from Lovejoy to McDonough, or 
the Southern, and took a train there. 

How the News Came. 

A letter addressed to J. E. McCullough, 
care of Chief Connolly, was delivered at 
the station house Wednesday afternoon. 
The letter was delivered to John by mis- 
take, as it was intended for Emory, his 


brother. 

The missive was from E. B. Darden, of 
“dilner, and the writer stated “that he 
thought he knew some material points in 
the McCullough murder case which might 
be of use to the defense. 

Emory McCullough immediately replied 
for the informaticn. He does not know 
Warden and Parrish; so he wrote Profes- 
“sor E. T. Cato, of Milner, an old friend, 
as to the reliability of the two men. 

Professor Cato answered yesterday. He 
had seen Darden and Parrish and obtafned 
the desired information from them. The 
writer also stated that they were perfectly 
reliable citizen$ and were highly respected 
in that city. 

Emory McCullough was ushéred into his 
brother’s cell at the station house last 
night and read the good news. At the 
conclusion a broad smile crossed Jobln’s 
face and he remarked: 2 

“My God! I hope they will catch that 
man.’

ers were caused by blood or not. To the 


inexperienced eye they have every appear- 
ance of being caused by blood. Whatever 
caused them sank deep into the coarse 
fiber of the goods, leaving only a dark spot 
visible. Drs. Dodd and Nesbitt declared the 
Spots to be blood. 

That the spots are on the left leg of the 
trousers will be a very material point in 
the prosecution’s case. 

It will be clearly proven that the killing 
Was the act of a left-handed man. The 
blows on the dead woman's head clearly 
showed this. In striking a blow, the pros- 
ecution will contend, the left leg of a man 
will be thrust forward, thus being more 
likely to receive blood stains. 

McCullough is a left-handed man and the 
Prosecution will press this point for all 
it is worth; 

In the meantime some good chemist will 
be employed to examine the stains on Mc- 
Cullough’s trousers and find out what 
caused them. 

McCullough has never made any state- 
ment concerning the spots, but it Is sald 
that his mother has said that if there are 
any spots On McCullough’‘s trouselrs they 
were made when he took his wife's lifeless 
form in his arms soon after her body was 
— He has kept silent about the mat- 
er. 

The trousers are in the keeping of Solic- 
itor Kimsey and are locked in his safe. 
He will retain possession of them until 
a gives them over to some reliable chem- 
st. 


Wants the Trial in Clayton. 

Solicitor Kimsey, of the Stone Mountain 
circuit, it is understood, js opposed to a 
special session of court to'try John R. Mc- 
Cullough and is opposed to a change of 
venue in the case. It is said that he 
wishes the case tried in Joneboro, although 
he has made no open expression of his 
wishes. 

The duty will devolve upon Mr. Kimgey 
of prosecuting McCullough.

A negro woman named Eliza Baker was 
killed in her house and the neighbors re- 
ported that she had killed herself. An in- 
vestigation by the pclice resulted in get- 
ting several witnesses who claimed to have 
been near enough to know that she was 
killed accidentally while fooling with a 
rifle. She and another woman—one armed 
with a pistol and the other with a rific— 
were playing with each other, when the 
rifle was discharged, producing instant 
death.

The neighbors are very indignant 
and are doing what they can to locate the 
murderer. 

Campbell was a good citizen and a single 
man. His life was insured for $9,000, in 
favor of his brother. 


AUGUSTA NEWS. 


The Electric Road Reorganized—Death 
of a Prominent Physician. 

Augusta, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—The 
Augusta Railway Company, which means 
the electric railway system of Augusta, 
and which bas been in the hands of a re- 
ceiver for the past year or so, was today 
reorganized under a new charter as the 
Augusta Railway and Electric Company. 
A new issue of $500,000 of bonds has been 
floated and the line is being put in good 
condition with excellent equipment. A 
number of new cars and motors have re 
‘cently been purchased. The company also 
supplies electric lights and motors, Colonel 
D. B. Dyer, who was the builder and origi- 
nal president of the road, was also its re- 
ceiver, and will be president of the new 
company. The road has recently opened up 
a new pack at Lake Olmstead at the end 
of its LakevieW line, which has already 
become a popular resort. The company 
put four more new boats on the lake to- 
day. 

The Jones Shortage. 

The shortage of City Sheriff Jones has 
been ascertained to be $19,181.97 by the ex- 
perts who have just finished going over 
his books. Jones went into office in 1891 
and his books show a shortage of $1,000 the 
first year. He was first appointed to fill 
an unexpired term and has been twice re- 
elected, so that he has made three bonds 
of $5,000 each since he went into office. 
The city claims the lHability of his bonds- 
men under all three t@nds, so that his sure- 
ty aggregates $15,000. 

Death of Dr. Eve. 

Last night Dr. Edward J. Eve died aftera 
chill, which terminated in congestion. He 
had been unwell for some time, but was up 
attending to his professional duties, and 
nobody considered his attack serious. He 
was a bachelor, about forty-eight years old, 
and leaves a mother and two sisters. 


A RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 


The Plant System Will Maintain a 
Hospital for Their Employes. 
Savannah, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—The 
Plant system of railroads yesterday inaugu- 
rated its relief and hospital department 
with headquarters at Waycross and hos- 
pitals there, in Savannah, Sanford and at 
High Springs, Fla. Each employe of the 
system may become a member by the 
payment of $1 to $5 a month dues, accord- 
ing to his salary, and all new employes 
must become members and undergo a 
ee examination. This -nsnures the 
System able-bodied men and the employes, 
when sick or disabled, receive free trea:- 
ment, medicines and a per diem of 50 cents 
to $2.50, according to salary. At deat, 
from natural causes, their families receive 
from $250 to $1,250, and if death is by ac- 
cident from $500 to $2,500. There is also an 
insurance feature by which any employe, 
and there are 5,000 of them, may increase 
his insurance to $3,000 on the payment of 
$1 per $1,000 per month. The Plant system 
will pay $2,000.a year into the fund and 
agrees also to make good any deficit at 
the end of the fiscal year.

Horrible Accident at a Sawmill in 
Johnson County. 

Tweed, Ga., July 2.—(Speciai.)—A ghastly 
and heartrending accident took place last 
Tuesday at the sawmill of William Smith, 
near Regnant, in Johnson county, by 
which a young man named Hutchinson 
was decapitated, and otherwise mutilated 
in a shocking manner.

The Story of the Battle Flag the Braye 
Men Followed, 


AND WAS NEVER DISOWNED 


How It Was Brought Back from the 
Strife and Has Been Kept in 
Times of Peace. 


Athens, Ga., July 2.—(Spectal.)—The 
gathering of the Confederate Veterans at 
Richmond will witness no braver soldiers 
in all that throng than those wh fol- 
lowed the flag of the famous Troup Ar- 
tillery. 

Hon. W. A. Hemphill, of 
gone to the reunion and has taken 
him in hts private car a number of his old 
comrades who belonged to that company. 

If there was one company in the Army of 
Northern Virginia whose history was full 
of rare and interesting incidents, that com- 
pany was the Troup Artillery, and among 
the most interesting is the story of its 


battle flag. 

There is always an interesting chapter of 
history wrapped up in every battle flag, 
for men have always displayed the great- 
est bravery in defense of the colors of their 
company. Around thig flag cluster scores 
of incidents that prove the valor and devo- 
tion of the sons of Georgia to the cause of 
the south, It is the remnant of the battle 
flag of the Troup Artillery and is in the 
possession of Ex-Congressman H. H. Carl- 
ton, who was the dashing and intrepid com- 
mander of that gallant company. 

It was in the year 1862. That peerless 
Georgia general, Thomas R. R. Cobb, had 
just a few days before received his com- 
mission as brigadier general, and was in 
the full glory of his illustrious career, that 
soon was to end in blood at Fredericks- 
burg. The confederate army lay encamped 
at Culpeper courthouse, and one mofning 
General Cobb rode out in front of the 
Troup Artillery and _ notified Captain 
Carlton that he wished to make a present 
to his gallant company. The company 
having been drawn up in line, in a neat 
and appropriate speech, such as General 
Cobb was wont to make, he presented the 
Troup Artillery with a beautiful battle 
flag. 

Captain Carlton stepped forward and in 
behalf of the soldier boys thanked General 
Cobb for the lovely gift and at the conclu- 
sion of his remarks said to him that the 
flag ‘“‘should never be disowned.’’ How 
well the brave soldiers of the Troup Ar- 
tillery redeemed that pledge can only be 
told by recounting the history of the cam- 
paigns in Virginia. In every contest in 
which the great Lee directed the forces of 
the confederacy that flag floated, proud 
and defiant, in the forefront of battle, and 
beneath its folds the boys from the old 
red hills of Georgia fought and died for 
Dixie. 

Years rolled by and the fortunes of the 
confederacy waned. With Chancellorsville 
and Yellow Tavern the kingly forms of 
Jacksom and Stuart had vanished from the 
scenes.) The immortals in gray, invincible 
-in the’ carnage of battle, staggered be- 
neath the overwhelming numbers of the 
enemy, and became weak from the sick- 
ness and starvation of the siege. By and 
by the news flashed along the lines one 
day that the confederacy was passing 
away, that the great conflict would soon 
be over, and the fighting days of the Army 
of Northern Virginia would cease. Orders 
came for the artillery to move towards 
Lynchburg, and while on the march the 
Troup Artillery was attacked near Amelia 
church by a detachment of federal cavalry. 
The company formed itself in a hollow 
square and received the charge of the en- 
emy, repulsing them. 

Private John Bostwick, on account of his 
known bravery, had been chosen color- 
bearer, and as this last fight came on was 
sitting near the corner gun with his flag 
pole in his hand, and being in a joyful 
mood was waving the old flag willy above 
his head and taunting the approaching en- 
emy. Just then a shell struck the flag 
pole and shivered it; then came a number ef 
shots from a federal battery. Bostwick 
was unwilling to lose his flag and spring- 
ing forward cut it from the shivered staff 
and quickly concealed it beneath his 
jacket. 

Not many hours elapsed before the Army 
of Northern Virginia passed into history 
and General Lee had taken leave forever 
of the bravest band of soldiers ever mar- 
shaled upon a field of battle. The sur- 
render came and the ‘ragged heroes in 
gray turned their faces southward. There 
were many trophies taken by the victorious 
federals as mementoes of the war and 
among them were many battle flags. gut 
the Troup Artillery flag was never surren- 
dered. It was borne southward from the 
field of Appomatox close to the heart of 
a brave Georgia boy. 

Before taking their final leave of the 
enemy, however, the Troup Artillery boys 
excavated pits, buried their spiked cannon 
and covered them up, after which 
held a regular funeral service over them. 
The yankees caught on to the trick, how- 
ever, and afterwards tock them up to pre- 
serve among their trophies. 

After the return of the soldier boys from 
the front they were confronted with arm«d 
bands of federals in all sectiors of Georgia. 
Gereral Palmer ard his soldiers had just 
camped in Athens, and cn the very morn- 
ing on which they entered the city Captain 
Carlton met John Bostwick, the 
coOlor-bearer of his company. They ex- 
changed warm fraternal greetings, after 
which Bostwick e¢alled his fermer com- 
mander into the rear of a store near by 
and when no ‘one was in sight, opened his 
jacket and pulling out an old flag said in 
an earnest voice that indicated a swelling 
heart: “Here, captain, is your flag and 
mine. I heard you tell General Cobb it 
should never be surrendered and I've 
brought it back to you for safe keeping.”’ 
Captain “Carlton took e old battle fiag, 
carried it home with and carefully 
concealed it. A few years later he was 
married and presented the historic battle 
flag to his wife. 

In 1886, on the occasion of a grand sol- 
dier’s reunion in Athens, Miss Winnie Da- 
vis and Mrs. Hayes, the two daughters 
of the great confederate leader, were the 
guests of Mrs. General Howell Cobb. Out 
at the fair grounds hundreds of veterans 
had gathered to recount the glorious inci- 
dents of days that were gone. In the midst 
of their enjoyment. along the lines rose 
cheer after cheer as the two daughters of 
Jefferson Davis were escorted to the plat- 
form in their midst. The enthusiasm of 
the moment was unbotinded. They seemed 
to live again in the past and to be ready 
to plunge again into the thickest of the 
fight. 

Just then Captain Carlton seized the op- 
portunity to deliver a brief, but eloquent, 
little speech. ““‘When this flag was pre- 
sented us by General Cobb in behalf of 
my gallant company I promised him that it 
should never be ‘disowned, dishonored or 
surrendered.’ That pledge has been sacred- 
ly and solmenly kept until this moment. I 
now surrender it willingly and lovingly to 
the daughter ‘of the confederacy.’’ With 
these words Captain Carlton draped the 
tattered flag of ‘‘the storm-cradled nation’”’ 
around the shoulders of Miss Davis and the 
old vets gave the rebel yell. Two pure 
white stars were then cut from the blue 
bars of the flag and pinned upon the two 
daughters of Mr. Davis that they might 
=e them as souvenirs of the occa- 

Thirty-four yeers have passed since the 
chivalrous Cobb presented to the Troup 
Artillery its now immortal battle flag. Long 
since he gave up his life for his sunny land 
and many of trose who followed that 
starry cross have answered the roll call of 
eternity. All that remains of that battie 
flag now is an old tattered banner, full of 
rents and bullet holes that tell its history 
far better than words cen. describe it. 

The oli flag rests in its place at Captain 
Cariton's home in Athens. Each Memorial 
Day it is brought out and the old veterans 
gather round it and march with it to the 
cemetery. It is the property of Gu 
ton, the youngest son of Captain Cariton 
and is for him a legacy richer far than

Baker made a statement in which he ad- 
mitted being in the difficulty, but denied 
that he cut Conductor Steed. He claimed 
that Conductor Steed struck the first blow. 

Baker was bound over. Armstrong will 
be tried tomorrow.

For Instruction in Agriculture To Be 
Given Students. 


Athens, .Ga., July 2.—(Spectal.)—The ag- 
ricultural department of the University of 
Georgia will be more closely and atten- 
tively looked after next. session than evi® 
before, and as a result the course in agri- 
culture will afford to the studentS many 
more facilities than usual: 

The board of trustees at thelr last ses- 
sion authorized the sale of the. farm at 
Rock college. That property being right 
on the Qutskirts of the city, will bring 
Bec prices and with the money thus real- 
ized a new and more stitable farm is to 
be purchased near the city. 

Professor J. B. Hunnicutt has been 
made professor of botany, as well as pro- 
fessor of agriculture, and hence his in- 
struction will take a wider scope than 
heretofore. 

Next year Dr. H. C. White, president 
of the state college of agriculture and 
mechanic, arts, and Professor Hunnicutt 
will devote considerable time to the-es- 
tablishing of farmers’ institutes in various 
Sections of the state. A trustee remarked 
a fewedays since that the establishing of 
these farmers’ institutes was not only do- 
ing agriculture good, but was bringing the 
university closer to the people. 


State Normal School. 

Yesterday fifty of the teachers who have 
been attending the State Normal school 
were given certificates of proficiency, 
which entitle them to teach in the com- 
mon schools of Georgia. 

The midsummer session at the Normal 
school begins Monday and within a week 
the attendance is expected to reach 250, 
which will break all previous records. 

The keys of the new dormitory were 
turned over to President Bradwell by Con- 
tractor Kenney yesterday. The new build- 
ing is quite commodious and is an orna- 
ment to the city. 

Will Select Delegates. 

Clarke county was to have selected -dele- 
gates to the eighth district congressional 
convention by primary on the fith in- 
stant.

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A Common Cause. 

Some of the agents and organs of the 
gold syndicate are trying to make a good 
deal out of their recently invented pre- 
tension that the bimetallists of the west 
and south are hostite to the east and are 
using the money question as a means of 
injuriously attacking eastern interests. 
On this line there iS a great stir in the 
newspapers, but there seems to be small 
hope that anything can be made, out of 
the matter except an ordinary, every- 
day sensation that has nothing in it but 
wind and words. 

As a matter of fact, there is nothing 
sectional in the money question. ‘The 
producers of the west and south have 
been the first to feel the effects of the 
increasing value of gold, the increasing 
purchasing power of the dollar; but at 
this hour the wage-earners and toilers 
of the east are not far behind them in 
the sacrifices they have been compelled 
to make at the altar of the golden calf. 
These sacrifices consist of reduced 
wages, shorter hours, long shut-downs, 
and the discharge of thousands of work- 
ingmen and women who have gone to 
recruit the large and ever-increasing 
army of the unemployed. 

There is no hostility to the people of 
the east in any quarter of this republic. 
On the contrary, there is a feeling of 
profound sympathy for them and for 
their condition in the hearts of those 
who are laboring to restore silver. A 
fellow-feeling makes one wondrous 
kind, and this is the basis of the strong 
sympathy that the toilers of the section 
feel for their fellow sufferers, no matter 
where they are to be found. 

It is not only in the west and south, 
but in the east as well, that the people 
have been made the victims of the gold 
standard. Light has been shut out from 
the toilers of the east. A. public press 
that ‘is pledged by tradition and duty 


-to defend the rights and interests of the 


people has permitted itself to be used 
by the money power and has sought by 
every means in its power to deceive the 
honest voters of the east. 

Today the toilers of the east are rally- 
ing to the support of the party that 
comes to them with a remedy for their 
poverty and distress, This movement in 
the east nas gone far beyond the con- 
*=>1 of political manipulators. While 
the gold editors have been glibly repeat- 
ing the arguments dictated to them by 
ane gold speculators and bank. syndi- 
eutes, the people have been thinking. 
‘he toilers in the east perceive that 
what ‘hurts the agricultural producers 
of the west and south is just as fatal to 
iaPir own interests. Within the course 
ox a few days more than 40,000 factory 
weperatives in New England will be com- 
pelled to take a holiday without pay. 
They have been forced to take many 
such holidays recently, and they will 
probably be forced to take more before 
‘the summer is over. They will have 
time to study the money question, in so 
far as it affects their own interests, 
and they will also have an opportunity 
to know precisely the nature of the 
remedy the democratic party proposes

We have no sort of doubt that these 
toilers, with brain and muscle to sell in 


r market that grows constantly nar- 


rower as the dollar increases . in 


value, are opposed to a system 
which is constantly robbing them. 
Today the toilers of this country, the 
producers and the working people are 
earning about as much as they earned in 
1890. This is shown partly in the re- 
duction of wages, partly in the long 
shut-downs, involuntary liolidays, and 
shorter hours, and partly in the vast 
number of industrious men and women 
who have been thrown out of employ- 


ment. 

We cannot better conclude this article 
than by printing what Richard P. Bland 
has recently said on the subject of sec: 
tionalism. It is from the report of a 
newspaper interview: 

The present attempt to turn the demo- 
cratic national convention into a struggle 
of the west and south against the east is 
founded upon a mistaken idea of the free 
silver cause. The coming fight at the polis 
is to be between the productive masses of 
the United States and what might be called 
the fund-owning classes. 

The toilers of the east are just as deep- 
ly concerned as the toilers of the west and 
south. It is no more in the interest of the 
men in the eastern factories to have the 
agricultural laborers of the nation beaten to 
the earth by a ruinous and cruel financial 
policy than it is in the interest of the farm- 
ers to have their fellow workers in the 
factories reduced to starvation. 

The workers of the country have a com- 
mon cause now. I do not believe they can 
be divided on geographical lines. 

The masses of the people everywhere in 
this country are thinkers, and they are 
quick to recognize an issue which promises 
real relief from such burdens as they have 
to bear. The free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1 ought to be, and | believe 
will be, just as popular among’the work- 
ingmen of New York city as it is among 
those of the rest of the country.

The Coroner’s Jury. 

A few days ago, in one of the courts of 
Atlanta during the trial of a case, an 
effort was made to introduce a finding 
made by a coroner’s jury as evidence. 

The discussion which arose upon the 
question demonstrated how thoroughly 
one-sided and ex parte are the proceed- 
ings.of such bodies, and upon the show- 
ing ‘nude the judge refused to permit 
the proceedings to go before the jury. 
In Georgia, and this is the same through- 
out many other states, there are no pro- 
visions made for the conduct of coro- 
ner’s inquiries into tragedies with which 
they may have to deal. Beyond the fact 
of identifying the dead person, or ascer- 
taining the cause of death,-they do not 
seem to have any right to go, although 
frequently there may be found coroners 
who proceed to a regular trial of the case 
as though it was the court of final ace 
tion. 

The trouble ab@t these unnecessary 
inquiries, and the unnecessary verdicts 
passed thereunder, is that they go far 
toward prejudicing the minds of peaple 
who may later be called into the jury 
box to decide upon the same question. 
Thus, a jury listening to_a case under 
oath where both sides are represented, 
where the right of cross-examination is 
permitted, finds he is biased by a report 
lingering upon his mind which the rules 
of the very court which he is serving 
do not permit to be introduced as evi- 
dence because of its unreliability. 
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Drinking Fountains for Animals. 

The suggestion of Mrs. Nellie Peters 
Black that drinking fountains for 
horses should be placed at convenient 
points about the city is one which de- 
serves attention and which the water 
board would honor itself by agreeing to, 

With all the boasted progress of Amer- 
ican cities, they are behind those of 
Europe in the matter of public accommo- 
dations. It is a subject which it is time 
to take up and develop. As large masses 
of people become congested in certain 
localities, self-preservation sug zegts that 
some attention be paid to the humani- 
ties. 

The cruelty to animals which is in- 
flicted by keeping them at work during 
the heated part of the day without 
water is something which should no 
longer be permitted to exist. Some 
years ago, when it was suggested that 
there be a few fountains in the city, it 
was looked upon as something so un- 
usual as to attract attention,. and the 
fountains were looked upon as matters 
of curiosity. The suggestion of Mrs. 
Black, however, is in the right direction, 
that drinking fountains and so on should 
be a part of the regular legislative bus- 
iness of the city and that such conven- 
iences should no longer be left to mere 
haphazard, | 

It is to be hoped that the water board 
will take this matter up at once and 
act upon it. 
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Debasing the Marriage Relation. 

The action of the German reicbhstag, 
in passing a bill allowing divorces in 
eases where either the husband or wife 
is incurably insane, must be shocking 
to every Christian aind, 

This culmination of the loose and un- 
warrantable divorce laws which, during 
the past half century, have found their 
places on the statute books of the world 
but shows the disregard into which the 
marriage relation has grown, and Cer- 
tainly suggests that the time has been 
reached when a return to older and bet- 
ter principles should be made. The 
basic element of marriage is its continu- 
ity and the oneness which it produces 
between two- persons who are eligible 
for such relation. This oneness has heen 
recognized by savagery itself, and it was 
reseryed to Christianity to give to it a 
sacred character, placing it beyond at- 
tack or the danger of dissolution. 

T >» remove the perpetual. character of 
marriage is to give it the nature of 
a mere every-day contract, the terms of 
which may be shortened to suit emer- 
gencies or the criminal whims of those 
who do not want to bear its burdens. 
For reasons of state, if no higher ones 
were produced, the father and the 
mother of a family should be held to- 
gether indissolubly, and there is no more 
reason for a man béing freed from care 
for his incurably insane wife than 
there is for his being freed from sgolici- 
tude for his incurably insane son or 
daughter. 

To'the credit of Georgia be it said that 
during the first session of the last leg- 
islature a special bill, granting a divorce

of this kind, was introduced into the 


state senate and was looked upon with 
such disfavor that the senator who in- 
troduced it withdrew the bill, saying

It is but little encouragement for a wife,

lor weeks past the “official organ” of 
the secretary of the interior has pub- 
lished with great gusto that ex-Governor 
Boies, of Iowa, in a speech delivered in 
that state last year, had taken the posi- 
tion that the wages of American labor 
were too high.

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‘“‘Remitted’’ to Chicago. 
We do not hear quite So much now as 
we used to, ence upon ‘a time, about 
“remitting” the financial question to Chi- 


cago. 

When the people, looking for the best 
means of relieving their financial con- 
dition, began to indicate their course of 
action through county comyentions, they 
were met with a great deal of pleading 
on the part of certain newspapers and 
the representatives of certain combina- 
tions, not to inject the financial ques- 
tion into the campaign, but to leave the 
whole matter to Chicago. In the 
language implied, if not expressed, of 
those pitiful pleaders for harmony, the 
poor people should take no step which 
would be likely to result in dissension 
upon the great parley day, when all 
democrats would gather together in Chi- 
cago to receive light as well as instrue- 
tion from the inner circle dominated 
by Mr. William C. Whitney and his 
friends. . 

In the Alabama convention leng 
speeches were made trying to convince 
that body that it should -make no dec- 
laration whatever, but should “remit” 
the whole question to Chicago, where it 
would pass under the supervision of 
those who had more time to, study 
finance than the mere ordinary people 
could devote to the subject. In fact, this 
was the vert text of the gold standard 
resolution which was introduced in the 
Alabama convention and _ defeated. 
Again, in Georgia we had the same plea. 
The counties were called wpon to say 
nothing, were urged to be mum, and in 
order to hold their tongues they were 
told that they would find in Chicago 
men much better qualified to tell them 
what should be done than they could find 
out at home. ; 

But in the changes and mutations of 
time we see many wonderful things. 
The Chicago convention, while not yet 
in session, has been fully formed. T'wo- 
thirds of its members have been sent up 
peldged to the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver. Next week will merely 
register a decision already made. That 
decision is past recall, past revision, past 
repeal. It is final and definite, and the 
democrat who does not propose to fight 


‘that he had only introduced it for the 


under the banner of 16 to 1 is no demo- 


crat at all. It is amusing, this being 
the case, to see those people who were 
so anxious a few weeks ago to “remit” 
everything to Chicago now wriggling 
and squirming, trying to kick out of the 
bunch. The few days which remain 
between the present writing and the 
publication of the formal act of the 
Chieago convention should be observed 
by these kickers as days of mourning 
and repentance. The best thing they 
can do is fo retire to some quiet spot, 
or to sit by some limpid brook and cool 
their fevered brows and get ready to join 
in the grand demonstration which is to 
take place week after next for the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver, in which 
the democratie party will be pledged 
and enlisted for the war. This will save 
these people much annoyance hereafter, 
and will render long explanations later 
on. unnecessary. The question has been 
“remitted” to Chicago, but with a dif- 
ferent effect than that anticipated, and 
we can only ask our erring brethren to 
take their medicine with the best grace 


possible. 


Mr. Whitney’s Admissions, — 

The gold standard men of New York 
have opened their eyes to the fact that 
William CG. Whitney, in his efforts to 
make a basis for an impossible and un- 
desirable compromise, has gone too far. 
Te bring-about this compromise Mr. 
Whitney was permitted to dliictate the 
platform of the New York democrats, 
and, in casting about for phrases suitable 
as props for his schemes, he forgot him- 
self ih the heat and hurry of the move- 
ment, and, as the saying goes, “flung the 
fat in the fire.” 

The result is that this amiable and 
affable man is now the victim of all the 
sneers that the gold standard press can 
invent. He has fallen between two 
stools. He has not deceived the free 
coinage democrats and he has offended 
the very class whose interests he was 
selected to represent. 

The trouble with Mr. Whitney was 
that he caught himself in the very trap 
which he had set for the Chicayzo con 
vention. He concedes to the free coil- 
age men the main point of their conten- 
tion, to-wit, that the purchasing power 
of silver has been legislated out of that 
metal and that therefore it can be rem- 
edied by legislation. Ue insists that 
this ean only be done by an international 
agreement, but that is a mere matter of 
opinion. President Andrews, of Brown 
university, who has made an exhaustive 
study of the whole question, has come 
to the conclusion, which he long resisted, 
that this republic is strong enough to 
enter upon independent free coinage. 

Mr. Whitney also concedes that the 
low prices from which the producers of 
the country are suffering are an evil that 
international bimetallism will remove. 
This was the position of all the gold 
men until Mr. Cleveland, fresh from the 
counsels. of the Benedicts, lifted the veil 
and permitted the people to see that the 
whole scheme of international bimetal- 
lisin was a sham, a pretense, a hollow 
mockery, intended. to lull publie senti- 
meut to sleep while the money power 
tightened its grip on the people. 

It is funny, at this late! date, after Mr. 
Cleveland has exposed the very bowels 
of the gold standard scheme to the pub- 
lic gaze, for Mr. Whitney to try to take 
refuge under the worn-out mask of “in- 
ternational bimetallism.’’ It is no won- 
der that the gold sharks, their agents 
and their organs, pouncé upon his plat- 
form and sneeringly tear it to pieces. 
Uncle Tommy Hitchcock, who proudly 
flaunts the gold standard in the finan- 
cial and editorial columns of The New 


York Sun, under the signature of ‘‘Mat- — 


thew Marshall,” savagely resents the 
Whitney compromise. Ile declares that 
such a compromise concedes all the ar- 
guments of the bimetallists and, if they 
are true, leaves neither the gold men 
nor the compromisers any ground to 
stand on, and he savagely hints that in 
framing his compromise, Mr. Whitney 
has compromised the position of the gold 
standard men. 

Another gold man, a Mr. A, M. Warner, 
writes a long column to Eidtor Godkin’'s 
sad Evening Post, bewailing Mr. Whit- 
ney’s: “full and clear admission” that 
the great decMne in the commercial 
value of-silver was caused by its -de- 
monetization in 1873. 

This ts, indeed, a fatal admission for 
Mr. Whitney to make, for it knocks the 
bottom out of his compromise = and 
strengthens the hands of the bimetal- 
lists at Chicago in a way that was clear- 
lv not intended by the men who have 
undertaken to foree the democratic 
party at Chicago to drag itself along the 
slimy trail left by the republican party. 

It is curious, too, to see at this time of 
day the nature of the arguments employ- 
ed by the gold men to refute Whitnev’s 
admission. Here is the way A. M. War- 
ner goes about upsetting it: 

But it is not true. Tt is not sunnorted by 
any reasonable hasis of fact. Tt is an un- 
founded assumption. Values are never the 
creation of statute laws: they are the re- 
sult of natural laws and natural condi- 
tions. They never spring from legislation; 
their origin is chiefly a matter of produc- 
tion. The “law of supply and demand” is 
infallible in its operations; as against it 
the votes of congressmen are puerile and 
impotent. The government can declare 
what metal or what material, and what 
quantity of it, shall] constitute the mone- 
tary standard and the monetary unit, but 
it can never control] the relative values of 
metals or of any other products. It has 
tried to do it, but fatled—failed most -hope- 
lessly and igrominiously. 

The man denies it, and then admits it. 
He says that the “law of supply and 
demand” is infallible, and this is true, 
But artificial causes sometimes influence 
both demand and supply. Demand is in- 
fluenced artificially when, as now, the 
source of the people’s money supply has 
been cut off. Supply is influenced ar- 


tificially when capital combines to cor-, 


ner some article in the market in order 
to raise prices. Having due considera- 
tion for these artificial and incidental 
deviations, “the law of supply and de- 
mand” may be said to be natural and in- 
fallible. 

But when the government. creates 
money and gives it the potency that be- 
longs to a medium of exchange, it does 
not assume to crehte value. What it 
does is to create a demand for this 
medium of exchange, a demand that is 


 eaual, to the demand for ajl other arti- 


cles. It is the demand for money that 
gives it value, and this demand for the 
government's creation must rest on the 
metal on which the law confers the po- 
tentiality of money. Consequently, if 
there is any truth whatever in the state- 
ment that value is one of the results of 
the “infallible’ law of supply and de- 
mand, it necessarily follows that the 
reopening of the mints to the free coin- 
age of silver at 16 to 1 will restore the 
commercial value of the bullion ounce of 
the metal to $1.29. 

So far as we know, but one political 
party in the history of the world has 
ever declared that value can be directly 
created by law. On our statute books 
today there is a law which declares that 
so many grains of gold “shall be the 
unit of value.” ‘The republican party 
stands behind this declaration and has 
made it a part of the law, and no con- 
sistent republican or gold man can deny 
that if the law can create a “unit” of 
value, it has unlimited powers in that 
direction. The fathers of the republic, 
with more sanity, created the dollar and 
said it should stand as “the unit of ac- 
count.” 

As for Mr. Whitney’s scheme, it has 
already collapsed.

Johnson. Case, 


HO VERDICT HAS BEEN MADE 


And the Mysterious Murder Has Not 
Been Solved. 


MANY WITNESSES’ TESTIFY 


Damaging Evidence Is Introduced 
Against the Prisoner in Court. 


JOHNSON DENIES ALL THE CHARGES MADE 


- 


And Contends That He Is Innocent. 
The Evidence in Detail—Scenes at 
the Trial Yesterday. 


Will the mystery of the Baker Bass 
murder be solved this nforning when the 
jury returns its verdict? 

All night twelve men labored upon the 
question and pried into the deep secrets 
of the case which have baffled shrewd 
detectives and puzzled everybody who has 
become interested in the proper solution 
of the mystery. 

Yesterday the case was taken up before 
Judge Lumpkin and witnesses swore that 
Johnson was the murderer of the. mer- 
chant; witnesses swore Johnson was asleep 
in a negro cabin at the time the deed was 
committed, and the prisoner testified that 
he was perfectly innocent of the charge. 

When court adjourned last night the 
mystery had increased and the testimony 
of witnesses only made the question more 
confusing and uncertain. 

Last .night the jurors struggled in the 
little room endeavoring to find the solu- 
tion of the question. They had the testi- 
mfony of two classes to consider. One class 
was the witnesses for the state and the 
©ther was the witnesses for the defense. 
Their testimony was conflicting, contra- 
dictory and exactly the opposite. But 
upon this testimony the verdict will be 
gummed up and rendered this morning. 

Two great forces have been at work— 
silent yet potent. The evidence for the 
state was accumulated by a negro detec- 
tive, and through the entire testimony his 
hand could be plainly seen. The testimony 
for the defense had been worked up main- 
ly by H. T. Jenkins, who will be remem- 
bered as one of the first to be connected 
with the mystery. Both sides have worked 
and both sides were ready for battle 
yesterday. 

The case consumed the entire day, but 
the sensational testimony that had been 
announced did not materialize. The evi- 
dence was tame, but when one witness 
made a statement the other side would 
introduce a witness in rebuttal. 

The jury will return its verdict this 
morning at 8:30 o’clock. ‘Will the verdict 
solve the mystery? 

The State Opens Its Testimony. 
The first witness introduced by the state 
was Coroner Paden, and he was asked 
to state the circumstances of the inquest 
and the results of the investigation. 
Coroner Paden stated that the inquest 
was. held on August 30th, and was con- 
tinued until the next day. He said the 
inquest was held at the police station, and 
showed that his death had been caused 
by a pistol shot wound in the back of 
his head just below the right ear. The 
ekull bones had been broken and mashed 
in and the nature of the wound was such 
as to show that it had been caused by a 
bullet from a pistol. 

Drs. Nicholson and Shaw were then 
called by Solicitor Hill, but as neither 
of the physicians was in the courtroom, 
the clerk was instructed to issue attach- 
ments and serve them. 

Dr. Nicholson was the first to arrive, 
and he stated that he had made an exam- 
ination of the wound and it was the re- 
sult of a pistol shot that had caused the 
death of Baker Bass. The testimony of 
Dr. Shaw was in substance the samre, and 
his testimony was that the wound pro- 
duced death. 

Sarah Scott Testifies. 

The next witness was Sarah Scott, who 
testified that she and Johnson had been 
on intimate terms for quite a while before 
the tragedy. 

She swore that Johnson told her that 
Pass had refused to take him out of the 
chaingang and that he would get even 
with him for his conduct.

“T will kill Bass if it is the last thing I 
do.” said Johnson, so the woman testified. 

“On the. night following the murder,” 
said the witness, “Johnson was at my 
horae, and he told me that he had killed 
Mr. Bass, and showed me the pistol with 
whict: the shot nad been fired. He then 
Wanted me to leave the city with him. 

“~ know Charley Calhoun, the detec- 
tive, and he asked me about the shooting. 
He wanted to see Johnson, too, but I don't 
know whether he saw him or not at that 
timer.” 

Saw Johnson Running from the Scene. 
| Jesse Jones, the elevator boy at the Nor- 
cross building, swore positively that he 
saw a man running from the corner of 
me arf Ellis streets on the morning of 
the shooting, and in about ten minutes 
after the shot was fired. 

“That man I saw r‘nning down the 
street was Columbus Joh.. on,” said Jones,

The detective asked Johnson why he 
was running down the street the other 
morning, and Johnson answered that he 
had had trouble up on Ivy street and was 
trying to get away. The witness stated 
that Johnson told the detective that he 
had fixed Raker Bass. 


Cross-Questions by the Defense. 

A strong fire of cross questions was 
hurled at Jones by the defense and e\ ery 
weak point in his testimony was attacked. 

In answer to the cross examination, 
Jones said he told the negro detective, 
Cherlay Calhoun what he knew about the 
Case about a month ago. lie ditnt ‘ee 
the body of Bass, as he turned ani did not 
&0 down Ivy street. It was late in the 
day before he knew a murder had been 
When he heard the pistol 
shot and saw Johnson running he thought 
Some one had either shot a burglar cr a 
chicken thief. He was weil ac qjuain'ed 
‘With Bass, as he did his ‘trading at his 
Store, where he also saw Johnson on meny 
occasions. He had seen Johnsun at the 
Bass store on the Saturday night previous 
to the Killing. 

In regard to the saloon incident, Jones 
Said that he saw Johnson, another nezro 
and Charley Calhoun standing at the door. 
and out of curiosity followed the trio into 
the saloon. While in the saloon he said 
he heard Johnson tel] Calhoun that he had 
run from the place because he had kLaa 
trouble with a man named Fass, and be- 
cause Bass had refused to get hfm out 
of the chaingang he had fixed him. 

“I have fixed Bass so he won't take eny 
more women away from me,” said John- 
son. 


‘The Pistol Had Not Been Fired. 
Coroner Paden was reealled at this junc- 
ture and was handed the pistol found by 


Officer Thompson in the hand of Bass. 


Coroner Paden identified “he pistol by a 
peculiar mark on the handle. When tound 
the pistol had three empty shells and two 
loaded ones. Mr. Paden WNstified that the 
Shells, which were empty, had not been 
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camp and do not know where he went, I 
did not see him again.’ 

Captain Milam testified that he knew 
hothing of the Bass murder, and had 
never seen Mr. Bass at the camp and had 
never heard Johnson speak of the man. 
Johnson had been under Captain Milam 
most of the time and he thought he would 
have known it had Bass called to see the 
negro at the camp. , 

Attorney Robinson then announced to 
the jury that he would prove that John- 
son was not at the scene of the murder 
on the morning on which it occurred, and 
that the prisoner was innocent of the 
charge. . 


An Alibi for Johnson. 

An old negro woman named Rachael 
Stowers, who says she keeps a lodging 
house on Whitley’s alley, was placed upon 
the stand by the defense. 

“Johnson came to my house at 9 o’ciock 
Thursday night, the night before Mr. 
Bass was killed,’ said the woman. “He 
had been living at a house across the 
Street, but when he got out of the chain- 
gang he told me there was no room for 
him at his old boarding place and that he 
wanted to sleep at my house. My house 
was crowded, at the time and I didn’t 
have but one bed and that was in my 
room. 

“The man was tired and looked as if he 
was worn out, so at last L.consented to 
take him in for the night. He went to bed 
in a lftle while affer he came in and 
Slept until 5 o’clock the next morning. I 
looked at the clock and weke him up be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock. I know it was not 
before this, because he would have waked 
me up if he had got up, When I awoke 
he was sound asleep and I had to shake 
and call him several times. He left 
the house about 6 o’clock, and returned and 
then left again. 

“Johnson came back to my house early 
that night, and I asked him if he had 
heard that Mr. Bass had been killed. He 
told me he had heard about it and was 
awful sorry. This was the night after Mr. 
Bass had been killed that morning.” 


Loaned Johnson a Pistol. 
During the cross examination the wit- 
ness stated that she had loaned Johnson 
her pistol and her watch, but claimed that 
the pistol had been loaned him several 

months later, during the exposition. 
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fired recently, as they were’ old and tar- 
nished, end further than this the mur: zle 
of the pistol was choked up with lint and 
dust as if it had been carried in the 
pocket for a long time since it had been 
fired. 

The testimony of Coroner Paden showed 
that the pistol, which was taken from the 
hand of Mr. Bass, was not the weapon 
which had been used in producing his 
death. The pistol had been fired probably 
several weeks before, but the appeardnce 
of the shells and the barrel showed con- 
clusively that no chamber had been fired 
in several weeks. 

Officer Thompson’s Story. 

The Friday morning on which Raker 
Bass was killed Officer Thompson was at 
his beat in Darktown, and was several 
blocks from the scene. He heard the pis- 
tol shot and hurried in that direction. At 
the corner of Courtland and _  THouston 
streets he met a negro boy who suid he 
was a porter at the Aragon hotel. The 
boy told the officer that a man was lying 
on the sidewalk on Ivy street just hack 
of the Grand opera house, who was either 
sick or drunk. 

The officer says he hurried to the spot 
and found Bass lying upon the sidewalk 
with his head toward the embankment and 
his feet -almost hanging over the curbing. 
In his hand was a pistol. Three of the 
chambers contained empty cartridges and 
two were loaded. Officer Thompson iden- 
tified the pistol, and stated that the empty 
Shells had evidently been fired several 
weeks, as they.were tarnished and he 
could detect mo. smell of powder about the 
pistol. 

The policeman testified that 
on the embankment were tall 
easily have hidden a person. They were 
trodden down in spots and had the ap- 
pearance of a man having stoad or sat 
upon the weeds. A place on the embank- 
ment showed footprints and it looked as 
if some one or an object had slided down 
to the sidewalk. 

Bas&S was not dead when he was found, 
and his body was warm. The pistol was 
lying in his open hand, while his hat was 
several feet away from his body. 

Thompson reached the scene at about a 
quarter to 4 o'clock, which was about 
fifteen minutes after he heard the 
shot.

The boy lad just passed the place 
where Bass had been killed, but it is sup- 
posed he did not hear the shots, and 
thought the man was simply drunk, 

*‘Bass was unconscious,’’ said the officer,

She had not known Johnson before he 
stopped: at her house for the night’s lodg- 
ing, but had seen much of him since that 
time. She was positive that the prisoner 
had spent the entire night at her house, 
and swore that he did not leave the room 
On the night of his first visit, and was 
soundly sleeping after sun up, more than 
two hours after the shot had been fired 
that killed the merchant. 

Mary Stark Testifies. 

Mary Stark, a very black negro woman, 
Was put upon the stand by the defense to 
tell what she knew about Johnson and the 
character of the Scott woman. 

She said she knew Johnson and the other 
witnesses who had testified in the case 
against the prisoner. 

“Sarah Scott has followed Johnson about 
and has threatened to kill him and ‘burn 
down the house in which he was stopping. 
I would not believe her on oath.” 

When cross-questioned, the witness said 
that the Scott woman was frequently 
drunk. Solicitor Hill asked the witness 
who had been talking to her and she ad- 
mitted that Jenkins had held a conversa- 
tion with her out in the hall just before 
she was called into the courtroom to testi- 
fy. She said she knew nothing of the mur- 
der, as she was living in Griffin at the 
time Mr. Bass was killed. 

Judge Candier then announced that court 
would take a short recess for dinner. 

Jenkins’s Testimony Ruled Out. 

H. T. Jenkins, well known as one of the 
first to be connected with the Bass tragedy, 
was placed on -the stand by the defense, 
but he had not proceeded very far before 
Solicitor Hill’ made objections to his testi- 
mony. 

“I agree with you, Mr. Hill,” said Judge 
a “This testimony is not admissi- 

Jenkins evidently intended to bring a 
woman into the case, and his first few sen- 
tences showed that he intended to recite 
the McDaniel street incident so as to show 
that the theory first presented by the 
detectives was not altogether at error in 
regard to there being a woman in the 
case. 

None of the testimony of Jenkins was 
allowed to go to the jury. 

Johnson Makes His Statement. 


The prisoner's statement was made after 
the testimony for the defense had been 
given and Jornson took the stand. His 
Statement was conflicting in parts, and was 
altogether rambling and disjointed. 

The statement was long and disconnected 
and the prisoner showed that he was en- 
tirely indifferent as to the results of the 
ease. In fact, he appeared rather impudent 
while on the stand and his version of the 
affair seemed to be rather against him 
than in his favor. 

He said he spent the night at Rachael 
Stowers’s and did not get up until after 5 
o’clock, and did not leave the house until 
between 6 and 7 o’clock, He gave no 
further account of himself until the next 
morning, when he said he worked at the 
Peachtree inn. Sunday morning he 
says he. visited the residence of 
Bass and talked about the murder to the 
dead man’s son. He says he was very sorry 
to hear of the killing. 

“I did not kill Mr. Baker Bass,” said he, 
“and if you were to stretch my neck in 
the morning I would be an innocent man.” 

He denied that he was in the saloon on 
Deeatur street on the 
referred to by several 
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state. These witnesses, he gaid, were un- 
worthy of belief, 

“T did steal a bucket of lard and I car- 
ried it to Mr. Bass’s store. He asked me 
where I got it and I told him, and he got 
mad with me for stealing it and said he 
couldn't buy it from me, as the detectives 
were already after him for receiving stolen 
goods.” 

The statement of the prisoner closed the 
defense, and Attorney Robinson rested his 
case at this point. 


Dead Man’s Clothes in Court. 


Policeman Thompson was then recalled 
and the clothes taken from the body of 
Mr. Bass were handed him for identifica- 
tion. The officer took the clothes in his 
hands and looked at the bloodstains and 


mud, 

‘These are the shirt, collar and pants,” 
said the officer, “which were taken from 
Mr. Bass by myself.” 

Dr. W. L. Gilbert was then placed on 
the stand, and he identified the bullet and 
piece of skull which he had taken from 
the head of Mr. Bass at the post mortem 
examination, 

The policeman testified again about the 
trampled weeds and the place on the em- 
bankment which showed some one had 
slipped down upon the sidewalk. 

The defense introduced Captain Crim, 
who testified about Detective Calhoun com- 
ing to his office. The testimony was imma- 
terial and amounted to but little. 

This closed the case and all the evidence 
was in. 


Four Short Speeches. 
Attorney Edgar Latham, who assisted So- 
licitor Hill in the prosecution, spoke forty 
minutes, urging a verdict of guilty upon 


the testimony. 

He was followed by Attorney> Robinson 
and Mr. Harry Ethridge. 

The concluding speech was made by So- 
licitor Hill and Judge Candler charged the 
jury briefly. The jury retired at half-past 
6 o'clock, 

At half-past 7 o’clock court adjourned 
until this morning at half-past 8 o'clock, 
and Judge Candler instructed the jury to 
render the verdict, if one is reached, at 
that hour, 

Story of the Murder. 

On the morning of August 30th, at a few 
minuté¢s to 4 o’clock, Baker Bass was shot 
and killed while he was on his way from 
his home to his store on Peters street. 

The shot was fired it is supposed by’ a 
man who was lying in wait for the mer- 
chant in a dark shadow on top of an em- 
bankment on Ivy street just in rear of the 
Grand opera house. 

Bass was a merchant in prosperous cir- 
cumstances and it was claimed by the 
city detectives that he was running a 
fence for thieves, and he was indicted by 
the gand jury for receiving stolen goods, 
He was to have been tried on the Mon- 
day morning following the murder. 

Many theories have been advanced by 
the detectives, and soon after the murder 
it was charged that the detectives them- 
selves had a hand in the crime. 

But the mystery of the early morning 
tragedy deepened. All clews failed and 
for a while the detectives stopped work 
and rested on the case, believing it to be 
hopeless. ‘Then they began again and met 
with the same disappointment. : 

The theory of suicide was entirely -aban- 
doned, as the physicians at the Grady 
hospital who examined the body testified 
that no powder burns were on the face 
and neck. Had ft been suicide the telltale 
marks would have been visible. 

The Johnson theory was the last to be 
advanced and the negro was arrested about 
a month ago and placed in jail upon the 
evidence that was given yesterday at the 
trial.

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SEABOARD’S BIG FREIGHT HOUSE 
TO BE BUILT AT ONCE. 
The Huge Structure Is To Be Com- 
pleted by October 15th—Will Be 
a Handsome Building.

Mr. Grant Wilkins, who is the contractor 
that is to build the Seaboard’s new depot, 
put a large force of hands to work on the 
building Wednesday morning. 

The time set for the completion of this 
work is the léith day ef next October, and 
it will necessitate the working of a very 
large force to complete the job; by that 


date. 

Mr. Wilkins says, however, that as soon 
as the work is well under way as large a 
force as possible will be put to work, and 
that there will be no trouble about finish- 
ing it within the time the contract calls 
for. 

When the Seaboard moves into its new 
quarters on the 15th cf next Octoher it will 
heve a freight.depot and office inferior to 
no railroad in the south. 

The structure is to be handsome and 
substantial, as well as enormous in size. 
The plans were made by the consulting 
engineer of the road, Mr. Frederick H. 
Smith, in Baltimore. 

The large structure is to be 142 feet wide 
and 625 feet in length; the office part is to 
be 56x142 feet. . 

The office part of the depot will be com- 
posed of pressed brick, and is to be quite 
handsome. It will contain about twenty 
large rooms, and when completed will give 
the Seaboard elegant and comfortable quar- 
ters. 

Owing to the peculiar kind of building a 
freight depot must necessarily be, there is 
not much room for architecture, but this 
depot is to be as sightly as the peculiar 
form of structure will allow. It is to be 
ccmposed of steel and brick. The side next 
to the railroad track is to be corrugated 
iron, s0 as to make sparks from the pass- 
ing trains harmless.

WILL BE PAID 


The Authorities Insist That They Can 
Force Collection. 


WILL SEE THE BONDSMEN- 


Convict Lessees, They Say, Must 


“Pony Up.”’ 


THE STATE WAS THREE GOOD SCHEMES 


Will Force the Lessees To Pay the 
Fines Imposed Upon Them for 
Contract Violation. 


A great deal of comment has been raised 
by the reported inability of the state to 
collect the fines which have been imposed 
upon the convict lessees for alleged viola- 
tions of their contracts. 

It..was stated that there is no law by 
which the state can enforce the payment 
of these fines by the lessees. It is true 
that the law is faulty on this point and of- 
fers reasonable ground for the supposition 
that the state cannot enforce its orders 
in this direction, but as everybody knows 
it is not an easy matter to knock out the 
old Empire State of the South on legal 
matters or any other matters, and the 
chances are that the fines will yet be paid. 

The state authorities are not worrying 
over their inability to collect these fines, 
which were imposed by the governor after 
a thorough investigation and impartial 
hearing. If the law does happen to be 
rather inexplicit on this point there are 
other grounds upon which the state can 
enforce its orders. 

A new phase of the case was developed 
yesterday, which has never been mentioned 
in the press or among the parties interest- 
ed. It is this: 

The state can sue on the bonds of the 
lessees for the amounts of the fines. 

The charges on which these suits can be 
inaugurated are for cruel treatment or for 
escape. Both charges can be made at any 
time for certain cases that have not yet 
been tried. 

Of course, these charges are technical 
so far as the immediate point at issue is 
concerned, but they will answer the pur- 
poses for which they are intended and in 
ease of conviction for these violations the 
state can enforce the payment of fines, 
which will offset the fines already imposed 
but unpaid. 

The bonds of the lessees are for $37,500. 
They are all good bonds and the state au- 
thorities do not feel the slightest uneasiness 
over the outcome. They are very positive 
that it will be impossible for the lessces 
to escape payment of the fines which have 
been ‘mposed and over which there has 
been so much wrangling. 

The bondsmen in the case of Mr.. Julius 
L. Brown's camp, camp No. 1, are Joseph 
E. Brown, John T. Grant, W. C. Morrill 
and Jacob W. Seaver. 

The governor has three distinct methods 
by which he claims he can collect the fines 
imposed. 

The first is the method just recited, name- 
lv, the passage of an order that will au- 
thorize a suit upon the bonds; secondly, to 
veeate the lease. and, thirdly, to abolish 
the camps at which the violations of the 
contract occurred. 

It has been stated that the lessees would 
not object very strenuously to the propo- 
sition of the governor to cancel their 
leases on the ground that the use of the 


convicts has. not been as profitable as was 
this is remains to 


anticipated. How true 
be seen when the case develops further. 
There is some dispute concerning the profit- 


ableness to the lessees of the present con- 


vict system.

The legislature is apt to 
take up the matter for a final settlemeuit 
at the next session and a question that is 
being considered by the members. is the 
appointment of a commission whose work 
shall be to censider all of the convict sys- 
tems in voghe in this and other countries 
for the purpcse of introducing a better sys- 
tem in this state. 

It is not known what kind of a commis- 
sion will be appointed, whether a commit- 
tee from the active members of the legis- 
lature itself or an independent commission 
of prominent Georgians who can devote 
their time almost exclusively to the work, 
making a comprehensive and thorough in- 
vestigation and presenting to the legislature 
at the next session a recommendation for 


an entire change in the present system that. 


is in force in Georgia. 

The latter scheme seems to be the more 
popular, as such a commission, whose ap- 
pointment was for this special purpose 
alone, would undoubtedly give the matter 
the most painstaking and conscientious at- 


tention.

Crops and Agriculture. 
S. Thornton K. Prime, in The New York 

Stockholder. 

With a country as big as ours, and with 
interests so varied, we have had a good 
week in the agricultural world. 

It is true that we have had some show- 
ers, but no heavy rains and a .emperature 
nearly all the time normal for the season 
of the year. Hence without reservation it 
was a week of.decided progress. 

The main work has been the gathering 
of the late winter wheat harvest, and it 
has been secured very largely in fair or- 
der. The results up to this date are very 
varied, both as to'quantity and quality. 

In central and southern Illinois one of 
our very best winter wheat areas makes 
the repart that the wheat is now all in 
shock. The acreage actually harvested 
is small and the quality varying, though 
generally the grade is good and pluinp 
where’ not damaged by bugs. Farmers 
are. so disgusted with holding crops for 
higher prices which never come that the 
prospect now is they will sell as soon as 
they thrash. 

Along the line of the Burlington end Mis- 
souri roads in eastern - Nebraska, corn 
Stands eighteen inches high. It .s growls 
fast and clean and free from weeds. Oats 
are headed out and promise a good crop. 

There is po grain moving and farmers 
refuse to accept 9 cents tor oats and :1 
cents for corn. 

The corn crop of the country is now do- 
ing remarkably well. We have had alto- 
gether too much rain and too little stn- 
shine. The last few days, however, lave 
given us better weather. (Corn has tuvkKen 
a fresh start. Farmers have been tbdle to 
get into the fields and give the crop a 
thorough cleaning. 

With the rising temperature and clear 
skies, corn is making excellent growth. 
The Fourth of July is always a date upon 
which we can determine with some de- 
gree of certainty the outcome of this im- 
portant crop. 

Everything is pointing in the direction 
of another good corn crop. For at that 
date its condition will be fully as yood as 
it waS a year ago at the same dale. 

With so much corn and oats back in the 
country, and it does not even took as if 
we had yet seen the bottom of the spring 
wheat crop, J am still of the oninion, and 
J think the trade will bear ine ous in it, 
that the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber this season will be very moderate crops 
of everything. Except to suppty actual 
consumptive wants, the country has set 
seen no movement of the corn or aat 
crop of 189%. With prices ruling at the 
present time, there is no inducement to 
sell. But higher prices do not come and 
there is no prospect that cornu and oats 
with the present outlook for coming crops 
will be any better than they are tcday. 
Nobody seems to want our stuff. 

In the Red river valley, where ®crop pros- 
pects have been so noor and such a large 
proportion of. the spring wheat crop is 
made, the general condition is x0ow fair. 
Wheat from eight to ten inches high No 
one expects more than a half crop of 
wheat this season in that area.

Vicinity Has Injured the Crops. 
The farms in the vicinity of Atlanta are 
very much in need of rain. Continued hot 
weather: has dried up vegetation until the 
garden products have been badly injured. 
While occasionally a little rain fell in 
the western and central portions of the 
cotton belt yesterday, the showers were 
more concentrated over the eastern portion 


and along the central gulf coast, with Texas 


again receiving an isolated shower. 

In the northern states, Missouri appears 
to be the only one where anything like 
good rains occurred. 

The variations in température over ths 
entire country have been very slight; 
Amarillo, Tex., reports the lowest tem- 
perature of 66 degrees. 

Except at Norfolk and Bismarck, where 
rain is falling, the weather is generally 
clear. 

The barometer continues.high over the 
Atlantic states, with the lowest pressure 
in South Dakota.

THE WALL STREET EXTENSION KILLED 


The Committee Adverses a Resolution 


Looking to the Opening of the 
Street to Butler Street. 


The owners of the property at the junc- 
tion. of PeachTree and Broad streets, 
known as the Powell triangle corner, have 
asked the council to be allowed to erect 
a building there which will extend over 
the sidewalks on Broad and Peachtree 
streets, The building is to b8 supported by 
iron columns from the outer edge of the 
sidewalk, the extension commencing at the 
second floor. 

The design of the building shows that 
pedestrians will walk under the structute 
for the entire length on both sides, the 
building making a kind of archway. The 
idea is to enable the builders to enlarge 
their structure from the first floor up. 
the plat of ground is very small and by 
building over the shtdewalk much addi- 
tional space will be secured. 

The structure will be a handsome te6n- 
story one and it is claimed that it will be 
one of the finest oftice buildings in the 
south. It is to be known as the Commer- 
cial building and will be erected by a 
syndicate which will spare neither pains 
nor capital to make the building a magnifi- 
cent one. Architect Gilbert has completed 
the design. When completed it will be a 
beautiful addition to the city’s architec- 
tural appearance. 

Yesterday the street committee of the 
council had the matter under consideration 
and it was decided to report favorably on 
the petition of the property owners. It 
was shown that all but one of the proper- 
ty owners in the vicinity of the proposed 
building have no objection to the erection 
of the building over the sidewalk as pro- 
posed and the committee had none and 
will so report. 


Powell Building Being Destroyed. 

The old Powell building on the lot Is 
being torn down rapidly and within a 
short time it will have been lowered to the 
ground. The old structure is one of the 
city’s landmarks, having been standing 
many years. Workmen are destroying the 
building and as soon as that is done 
ground will be broken for the foundation 
of the new structure.

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STRIKE GROWS SERIOUS. 


THE PLUMBERS REJECT THE OF- 
FER MADE BY THE BOSSES. 


Unanimously Decided To Continue the 
Strike and So Told the Masters. 
Won’t Work Ten Hours. 


’ The striking plumbers, steam and gas 
fitters will not accept the compromise 
offered by their employers. 

The strikers held a meeting yesterday 
morning and unanimously declared that 
they would remain out. They will fight the 
proposition of the masters to the end. 

The masters or bosses will hold another 
meeting at 5 o’clock this afternoon and 
consider the trouble further. The strikers 
adopted a resolution yesterday morning re- 
jecting the offer of their employers, and 
the latter will receive a copy of the reso- 


lution today. 

The trouble is assuming an interesting 
phase. It looks as if the plumbing trade is 
to be stopped for an indefinite time. Only 
a few plumbers and steam and gas fitters 
are at work in the city, and some of the 
contractors are beginning to complain 
about the incomplete condition of plumb- 
ing work. They want the work finished so 
that the buildings can be completed with- 
out delay, 

Another important point in the contro- 
versy was brought ‘> light yesterday—one 
wchih seems‘to be .avorable to the strik- 
ers. Several outside plumbers and steam 
and gas fitters are in the city, having come 
here this week with the expectation of se- 
curing work. Upon their arrival they were 
met by a committee from the strikers and 
when told of the situation, the outsiders 
even refused to apply for work. 

Yesterday two men came in—one from 
Cincinnati and another from Chicago—both 
expecting to find things in normal condi- 
tion here and hoping to secure work prompt- 
ly. They stated that an advertisement in 
a northern paper informed them that 
plumbers were in demand in Atlanta, but it 
Was not stated that there was a strike On. 
The local plumbers recognized ‘the visitors 
upon their arrival, and shortly afterwards 
the two men were fully advised of the con- 
dition of things. They refused to go to 
work, being union men. Other cases of the 
‘ind are occurring, and a master plumber 

aid yesterday that it looked as if men 
would be hard to find to take the places 
of the strikers, 

On the other hand, some of the masters 
claim that they can get all of the men they 
need, and unless the strike is detlared off 
soon, they say that steps will be taken io 
import or.er plumbers. Unless a settle- 
ment is reached today the situation will 
then be more serious than at any time 
since the strike began. Several firms have 
important contracts to ao plumbing work, 
and the buildings going up are ready for 
the completfon oof the plumbing work. 
Among the largest contracts unfinished are 
thoseof the Boys’ High school building, 
the Inman-Smith building on Pryor street, 
and a number of others. 

The strikers say that they will not sub- 
mit to the proposition to work them ten 
hours a day without an increase of pay. 
Before the strike they only worked nine 
hours, and instead of getting an advanee, 
they are met with an offer to work long- 
er. When the strikers assembled in their 
hall’on Alabama street yesterday morning 
they at once declared themselves as being 
against the acceptance of the offer of the 
bosses, and the resolution was enthusi- 
astically adopted,

He holds it in pawn, as it were, 
and untfl a large slice of unpaid salary 
is forthcoming, he will hold it. 

The bell’s history has not been one inter- 
rupted blaze of glory. It shot into prom- 
inence at the world’s fair, shone for &a 
time, but since then seems to have failed 
utterly in its mission of impressing peo- 
ple. It has been Nauled and yanked about 
the country in the most disrespectful and 
undignified manner, and people have passed 
it by in silence.

How it got away is still an unwritten story. 
Nobody knows. Suddténly somebody re- 
membered that the Columbian Liberty bell 
had been at the exposition, and observed 
that it was there no longer, and inquiries 
were set on foot. Nothing was. elicited. 
The bell’s itinerary after leaving Atlanta 
Was not discovered. Truth to tell, nobody 
busied themselves about it very much, 
although an emblem of national repute Was 
strangely missing. ‘ 

But the bell was all right. It has turned 
up in Chicago, with Keeper Knapp 
clinging fast to it. He has a fat claim for 
back salary and a death grip on the bell. 

But the strangest of all, the president of 
the Liberty Bell Association, Willlam O. 
McDowell, is said to be $20,000 short. His 
resignation was accepted last Tuesday by 
the executive committee,“of which Miss 
Loulie M. Gordon, of Atlanta, is a mem- 
ber. It is said that the resignation caine 
out of the shortage, which it is said Mc- 
Dowell acknowledges. 

But the $20,000 shortage does not repre- 
sent the entire amount of missing funds. 
It seems that more than twice that amount 
has been lost by the association. 

Mrs. Minnie F. Ballinger, who is regent 
for the bell, has issued the following etate- 
ment concerning the bell’s troubles: 

“The result of the committee's investiga- 
tions is that between 360,000 and $100,000 be- 
longing to the association is missing. Mc- 
Dowell claims to have used only $20,000,. but 
the! committee places the amount of his 
peculations at the figures I give above. 
He agreed to sell 100° fac-similes of the 
bell to one ciganization at 26 each. He 
has failed to deliver the goods. He also 
wrote a number of patriotic Americans 
abroad urging them to. buy fac-similes of 
the bell. He never forwarded. their pur- 
ehases nor turned the money he iad re- 
ceived into the treasury. We have not yet 
decided whether or not we will prosecute 
him. Several of the members of the ex- 
ecutive board favor his prosecution, but 
others plead his family and his poverty-—- 
for he has no funds left so far as we ean 
ascertain—as reasons for permitting him to 
be unmolested. His fall was Jue to Wall 
srteet. 

“The Columbian Liberty bell ‘s now in 
Chicago in the possession of a man numed 
Knapp. The bell was placed in storage 
some time ago in New York city, to remain 
there until it should be required ut some 
celebration.

Other employes heretofore in the service 
of the Georgia Midland Railway (¢ ompany,

The lawyers who came up from Warm 
Spring yesterday were enthusiastic over 
the success of the convention and the work 
accomplished during the session just 
closed. As far as the attendance was con- 
cerned the meeting of the Georgia bar this 
summer brought out a larger. gathering of 
lawyers than has been together for a long 
while. 

The judiciary was well represented. 
Nearly all of the superior court judges 
participated in the work of the convention. 
Among the judges an interesting subject 
came up for discussion, which will prob- 
ably be called to the attention of the leg- 
islature at the next session of the general 
assembly. The inequality of work among 
judges of the different circuits has been a 
Subject which has been agitated for a 
number of years. It was opened up at the 
recent session of.the bar in a paper by 
Judge Sweat, of Waycross, who argued 
that some system should be adopted, which 
would better equalize the work of the 
judges. In some circuits the judge is re- 
quired to sit only a few weeks in a term, 
whereas, in the larger circuits the judges 
are kept constantly engaged. Following 
the reading of a paper upon this question 
came a vigorous discussion. A resolution 
was introduced which will be presented to 
the next general assembly calling upon 
that body to increase the salary of a su- 
perior court judge to $3,000 per annum. 

Upon the subject of judges Mr. F. D. 
Peabody, of Columbus, read an interesting 
paper upon the ‘Selection of the Judi- 
ciary.” It was his plan for the local bar 
to nominate, the governor to appoint and 
the senate to confirm.
